| POLICY OF GREY. 

The following policy of Sir Ed- 
ward Grey in the momentous hours 
which followed—for every hour 
might have counted—every hour 
will be brought under the scrutiny 
of posterity—was simply not to en- 
courage France and Russia into an 
ambitious course by any assurance 
we should take their side, not to 
let Germany suppose that we were 
afraid or unable to fight her, to 
try somewhere, somehow, to get 
both sides to parley around a ta- 
ble. To this must be added the 
Admiralty policy—‘Ready.” And 
had there not been a deliberate, 
overriding intention to make War 
on the part of Germany, in which 
intention Emperor William had con- 
sciously and resolutely given his 
support, Sir Edward Grey would 
unquestionably have succeeded. But 
against the ram of stubborn purpose 
nothing could avail. It has often 
been asked whether Britain could 
have prevented war at this stage 
by an immediate. declaration that 
she stood by France and Russia. 
It was not possible in the state of 
public or parliamentary or Cabinet 
opinion which then existed to make 
such declaration without tearing 
the nation in half. But had it been 
possible, would it have succeeded ? 
‘The answer, according to all we 
know today, is a certainty that it 
would not. We cannot now tell at 
what precise moment the Emperor's 
decision to make war was taken. 
Whether it was weeks, or months, 
or if before the event is not yet 
provable; Perhaps it was after Aga- 
dir. Perhaps it was when the 
Balkan states defeated Turkey. Per- 
haps it was when the $50,000,000 
capital tax in Germany was de- 
creed. Perhaps it was not taken un- 
til after the murder of the arch- 
duke at Sarajevo. The preparations, 
however elaborate, however pro- 
longed, however extensive, were 
not necessarily malignant. 

The rather dubious maxim, “Si 
vis pacem,” etc., can always be in- 
voked. But at some point in this 
system of world-wide, lifelong 
preparation came the decision to 
pull the trigger. We can be sure, 
almost sure, the point had already 
been passed in the last week of 
July, 1914, and that the will that 
devreed the terms of the Serbian 
ultimatum had already resolved to 
launch the armies. A strange week 
to live. A week of passionate ar- 
gument and grave action. A week 
lived in a world of small compass 
but of immense importance. A 
week lived on one side of the Horse

Chicago’ Contractors Look for 
a Wave of Prosperity. -

The genéral inclination to avoid 
building investment, according to of- 
ficers of leading organizations, has 
‘been displaced by an active move- 
ment for the expenditure of hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars. 
CONTRACTORS ARE FREE. 
“We can now hire union or non-

“Labor terrorism paralyzed build- 
ing in Chicago for more than a 
year. Thanks to the brave jury on 
the North Side, we may now £0 
about business of making industrial 
buildings and homes for the people.” 

Members of the Builders’ Ex- 
change, Architects’ Association, 
carpenter contractors, mason con- 
tractors and other associations in the 
building industry today warmly 
praised the finding as the greatest 
single factor that has happened in 
years for stimulating building in 
Chicago. E. M. Craig, secretary of 
the Contractors and Bufiderg and 
W. S. Johnson, president of the Ma- 
son Contractors, observed a healthy 
stimulus in the isguance of build- 
ing permits, but refused, as a mat- 
ter of policy, to discuss the decision. 

“For some reason building has 
taken on a stimulus,” said Mr. 
Johnson. “Within the last two days 
inquiries looking toward the con- 
struction of buildings long planned, 
but deferred, have been made 
among our members. There is ev- 
ery prospect of greater activity in 
building lines from now till the win- 
ter season begins.” 

FORESEES A ‘BOOM. 
James Fryer, secretary of the 
Builders’ Exchange, foresaw’ in- 
creased building in the immediate 
future. Materials will move freely 
and there will be no obstruction to 
a general building boom, accord- 
ing to the members of his asocia- 
tion. 

“The decision has had an ap- 
parent effect in manufacturing cir- 
cles already,” said H. H. Harrison, 
local representative of the national 
organization of manufacturers of 
building materials ; 
“The impression prevailed out- 
side Chicago that it was worse than 
useless to ship anything into the 
town when the unions and employ- 
ing heads in the illegal. combine 
made it impossible for contractors 
to use them.

AUTOS DISPLACE MULES. 


Arrangements are now being made 
to substisute automobile trucks for 
army mules wherever it is possible. 

The whole army truck department 
is nbw. being made over. Next Mon- 
day or Tuesday, Maj. Seigerfoss of 
the Seventh Infantry is to report to 
Gen. Bell for duty as motor truck 
officer. He will reorganize the 
whole transportation system. Maj. 
Seigerfoss is one of the most able 
officers in the army. Until this mob- 
ilization he was one of the faculty 
at the War College. 

Under his direction the army am- 
bulances will be m@ile over from 
mule wagons into motor § trucks. 
Company wagons will probably be 
replaced, especially in the cavalry 
and field artillery, by motor trucks. 
Whenever a mule can be replaced 
by a motor, this will be done. 


The chief job of thé new motor). 


officer, however, will ‘be to organize 
the present motor freight train, 
which is not attached to the mobile 
troops, but .carries supplies from 
Columbus to the front. This truck 
train was organized on paper a 
year or so ago, but the plan of or-, 
ganization, when put to an actual 
test, has not been found to.be a suc- 
cess. 

Probably in order to give the 
truck chauffeurs sufficient pay, each 
driver was given the rank of ser- 
geant. This has been found to be 
a mistake. Under the army regu- 
lations, a sergeant is not obliged to 
do duty around the kitchens or any 
of the necessary menial work about 
the camp. In a truck train of noth- 

but sergeants there is no one 
to do the work. 

The present plan is to organize 
the trucks into companies of twen- 
ty-seven trucks with one supply 
wagon to carry fuel. Each truck 
train is supposed to be able to 
transport 80,000 nounds of freight. 
Each train will be in command of 
a commissioned officer who will 
have about the same general job as 
a conductor of a freight train on 
a rail . He will have general 
charge. of the movements of the 
‘train and the discipline of the men. 
The actual freight will be in com- 
mand of a quartermaster-sergeant 
who will be in the charge of the 
bills of lading and will direct th 
distribution of the freight and wil 
know when and where the stuff is to 
be taken off en route. There will 
be a first sergeant and enough non- 
commissioned officers to assist in 
the discipline and management of 
the train. . 

The present plan is to organize 
twelve companies of twenty-eight 
trucks each for the main train. 
This train will be directed from 
headquarters. The ambulance 
trucks, mental or company 
wagons will be in command of the 
unit commander. 

MAY ALSO DISPLACE HORSES. 


Experiments have been made on 
the border looking to the substitu- 
tion of motor trucks for horses in 
pulling field guns. So far the ex- 
periments have not been a success. 
There was a peculiar reason for 
failure. The ns were whirled 
along so rapidly that the axles be- 
came dry and the guns all pulled 
ap with “hot wheels.” If it is ever 
decided to pull field cannon by auto- 
mobile a new type of a carriage 
axle will have to be devised. 

This effort for increased mobil- 
ity will not be confined to shooting 


‘ 


out grub. Gen. Bell is working 
out plan to transport infantry- 
men in trucks to and from the 


front. He has also notified the dif- 
ferent infantry commanders that he 
expects the foot soldiers to be able 
to march thirty miles a day for 
three days in succession before tak- 
ing the field. 

This will involve a stiff course 
of route marching. At present the 
infantry troops are working only in 
the school of the company and 
school of the soldier. As soon as 
the men become accustomed to the 
climate here, hard practice marches 


will become the order of the day.T

Mexicans of Business Prominence Declare First Chief 
was Ready to Abdicate His Job if War had Broken 
Out with United States, Knowing that Vaunted Arm 
Machine was a Mere Shell. | 


ONTEREY (Mex.) July 10.— 
Mexicans of business promi- 
nence who have arrived here 
from the City of Mexico during the 
last few days are unanimous in 
agreeing that the de facto govern- 
ment “put one over” on the United 
States in the diplomatic avoidance 
of the recently-threatened crisis. 
Luis Cabrera, who is said to be 
“First Chief” Carranza’s chief po- 
litical adviser, is given the credit 
for giving the de facto government 
at least a temporary lease of life 
by his shrewd diplomatic treatment 
of the acute situation with ‘the au- 
thorities at Washington. 

It is now an open secret that Car- 
ranza believed at one time, imme- 
diately following the order for the 
massing of the National Guard of 
the different States upon the Rio 
Grande border, that war was in- 
evitable. He had little confidence in 
the assurance of. Cabrera that the 
threatened break between the‘ two 
countries might posstbly be avoided 
by diplomatic note writing, of which 
he was already a proved adept. 


|Carranza well knew that the much 


vaunted opposition to the prospective 
American military invasion had no 
real existence; he knew that his own 
army was a mere shell; he knew 
that the whole fragment of his so- 
called government would fly to piecés 
the moment the American troops 
crossed the border in any force. 


LIVED IN A SLEEPER, 


Here is the proof of the way Car- 
ranza felt about it. When news of 
the big troop movement toward 
Mexico came to him he deserted the 
Presidential palace and took up his 
abode in a Pullman sleeping-car in 
the railroad yards. To this car was 
attached a locomotive with steam 
up and ready to move out at a mo- 
ment’s warning. Curranzta was still 
living in this sleeper at the time the 
recent arrivals here left the City 
of Mexico. His move could have 
been actuated by only one cause, and 
that was the fear that the United 
States government might rush 
troops into the country and into the 
capital and capture him. He want- 
ed to be on the safe side and for 
this reason h@ was prepared to get 
to Vera Cruz or Coatzacoalcos in 
the quickest possible time and there 
take refuge upon some friendly ship 
and sail for a foreign land. 


TROOPS DESERTING. 


Wholesale desertions of Carranza 
troops in Nerthern and Central 
Mexico have taken place since the 
reappearance of Francisco Villa up- 
on the field of action. Villa’s raid 
upon Columbus, N.' M., has made 
him the popular hero of the masses 
of Mexicans all over the country. 
he Carranza soldiers held him al- 
most in reverence. They are flock- 
ing to his standard by the hun- 
dreds. In addition to the menace 
that the augmenting of the Villa 
forces has created for the de facto 
government it is stated in reliable 
and direct advices from the City of 
Mexico that a large force of Zapa- 
tistas are marching northward 
through the State of Jalisco, evi- 
dently with the intention of form- 
ing a connection with a column of 
Villa’s army that: is said to be in 
the State of Durango, to the south 
of Torreon. The recent public claim 
on the part of the Carranza pub- 
licity bureau in Mexico that the 
Zapatistas had been driven out of 
the State of Morelos is wholly with- 
out foundation, according to the 
stetements of exiled piantation own- 
ers of that State, severa] of whom 
are making their home here pend- 
ing a settlement of the Zapata revo- 
lution. Instead of being driven 
from Morelos, Zapata has extended 
his operations during the last two 
weeks to the State of Mexico and 
even .into the confines of the Fed- 
eral district in which the City of 
Mexico is situated. 


THE DIAZ REVOLT. 


The revolt which Felix Diaz is 
promoting is beginning to show 
signs of new life in the State of 
Oaxaca. Immediately following the 
patching up of the trouble between 
Carranza and the authorities at 
Washington, Diaz sent an armed 
force of more than 1000 men into 
Mitla, the famous.-city of prehistoric 
ruins, and at last accounts his 
armed forces were in possession of 
several important towns of that 
State. 

Brigandage is becoming more and 
more.rampant in almost every part 
of the country. Scores of roving 
bands of outlaws are preying upon 
the defenseless and suffering people 
in nearly every State.

Nearly all sources 
of public revenue are now closed.

HOW SERBIAN ARMY 
REACHED SALONIKA. 


FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. | 

LONDON, June 25.—The Reuter 
correspondent at Saloniki writes of 
the successful transportation of the 
Serbian army from Corfu to Salon- 
iki: 

“The allies have another wonder- 
ful feat to their credit. Over a hun- 
dred thousand men have been 
brought through reas infested with 
submarines with never a single mis- 
hap or thé loss of one man. It is 


an astounding performance, espe- 
cially if we take into consideration 
the means the enemy undoubtedly 
possessed of knowing all about 
every departure and the zeal with 
which the Austrian U-boats partic- 
ularly must have sought the prize of 
a tranaport. But in apite of their 
vigilance and their daring and their 
ruthlessness, they have not been 
able to interfere with the steady 
ow of troops which has poured into 
Saloniki regularly, methodically and 
unceasingly for the past four weeks. 

“The vessels have been entirely 
French transporta, and gfeat praise 
is due to skippers and crews for the 
manner in which they have acrom- 


plished their duties, but both French 


and Serbians giadiy and gratefully 
recognize that their achievement 
would hot have been possible with- 
out the British navy; that only the 


jconstant vigil and unceasing patroll- 


ing of our warships has made these 
seaways clear and 
safe. 

“Over a hundred thousand Ser- 
bians are now éntamped on the 
Plaine and in the valleys somewhere 
near Saloniki. A fine Wt of men 
they are. Perhaps it has been a 
case of the survival of the fittest, 


no traces of the hardships and suf- 
ferings of the retreat and exposure 
in Albania: Four months’ recupera- 
tion In Corfu has sloughed away all 
marke of sickness, toil and priva- 
tion. These Serbian soldiers look fit 
to go anywhere and do anything. 
And the men are as eager as they 
are fit. It is a newborn army, and, 
entirely re-equipped with new 
French and British uniforms, the 
men look exeeedingly emart and 
soldier-like. Very proud are they 
of their new clothes, especially of 
the general sérvice buttons on the 
Pritish uniforms. It speaks well for 
the moral stamina of a people that 
they can come through stich trials 
without losing courage or becoming 
embittered. These soldiers are as 
cheerful and confident as though the 
trasic past. were not, of had never 
been. Afrtiess, good-natured and 
genuine, their faith in their great 
allies is implicit. They are sad when 
they think of their homes in Serbia 
and of the women and children they 
have left behind. Few have heard 
anything from their families for 
over six months. Rut there is a grim 
determination about them and an 
enthusiasm at the thought of an ad- 
vance on their enemies. 

“Visitors are made very welcome 
at a Serbian camp. The whole tal- 
ent of the regiment is mobilized in 
order to entertain the guests. The 
Serbians afte a musical people and 
some of the soldier choruses were 
very stirring, even though the mar- 
tlal words wefe not understood. At 
one camp, where I messed the other 
day, several of the men had really 
first-class voices, and one soldier who 
accompanies himself on the violin 
had a tender voice that would se- 
cure him an engagement on any 
stage. What everybody most en- 
joys, however, is the dance, the fa- 
mous hora of the Balkans. It is 
very simple as far as steps go, but 
it is good to see the good-fellowship 
between officers and men as they 
olin hands in the huge semicircle 
which slowly to rhythm and measure 
revolves on the green. Then there 
were recitations _and instrumental 
solos: we heard the gaika, a nation- 
al inetrument very like the Scottish 
pipes, but cruder and without the 
drone of the pibroch. “It was 4dif- 
ficult seeing these men in holiday 
mood to realize that each and every 
one of them had been more than 
once wounded and that the com- 
manding officer had actually been 
wounded nine times; that they had 
been fighting almost continuorsiy 
for four years; that they had been 
through scenes and experiences that 
might excusably have shattered the 
nerves and broken the bodies of the 
strongest. Yet here they were en- 
joying themselves as simply and 
whole-heartedly as children.”

M. Ribot hag pointed out that 
judging from the results of the pres- 
ent income tax—-an attenuated form 
of the bill in the Senate——that sys- 
tern is less equitable than it appears, 
Since, in a population of 40,000,000, 
40,000 persons pay §5 per cent. of 
the tax.

USH TO GIVE UP 
JOBS IN MANILA. 


AMERICANS READY TO RETIRE 
FROM INSULAR SERVICE. 


New Law Passed in the Philip- 
pines Gives Men Two-thirds Pay 
After They Have been Employed 
by the Government: Six Years or 
More.

MANILA, June 12. — The past 
month has seen a rush of applica- 
tions from American employees for 
retirement from the insular govern- 
ment service. The retirement law, 
passed at the last session of the in- 
sular Legislature, provides that em- 
ployees who have served the insular 


government for six years or more 
may retire and receive in three equal 
annual installments at least two- 
thirds of the annual salary they en- 
joyed at the time of their retire- 
ment. The amount of this retire- 
ment fund increases with the length 
of service to the full amount of a 
year’s salary for those who have 
served the government ten years or 
more, 

Afi employees entitled to the bene- 
fit of this law who desire to take 
advantage of it must have their ap- 
plications in the hands of the Gov- 
ernor-General by the end of the 
month. This has brought about the 
recent flood ,of applications. It 
seems safe to gay that by the end 
of the month every American en- 
titled to benefit bythe retirement 
law will have filed an application. 

But this does B mean that the 
government is to lose all its oldest. 
employees. The retirement appli- 
cation must be passed upon by both 
the applicant's immediate chief and 
the Governor-General. Where a man 
can be spared or where he can show 
good reasons why his application 
should be accepted, it is probable 
that favorable action will be taken. 
But the man who has no good rea- 
son for retiring or the man whose 
services are so valuable that the 
government would be crippled by his 
withdrawal, cannot retire. The fil-

SATO DELIGHTED | 
TO RETURN HERE. 


[A. P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. } 

TOKIO, June 15.—Aimaro Sato, 
who has been‘ appointed Japanese 
“Ambassador at Washington in suc- 
cession to Viscount Sutemnil Chinda, 
expects to leave for the United 
States in September. To the cor- 
respondent of the Associated Press, 
Mr. Sato said he was delighted to 
go to Washington not alone because 
of the importance of the digjomatic 
post but also because it will give 


him an 6pportinitly to renew rela- 
tions, with a large gumber of old; 
American friends. This will be the 
Ambassador's fifth trip to the United 
States. 

He received his university educa- 
tion in America, served as secretary 
to the then Japanese legation at 
Washington more than twenty-five 
years ago, visited the United States 
in the suite of Prince Fushimi and 
was chief secretary of the Japanese 
delegation to the peace conference 

Portsmouth, N H., Which 
brought to an end the war between 
Japan and Russia. 

MIS COLLEGE DAYS, 

Mr. Sato has pleasant memories 
of his college career at ‘- Pauw 
University in Indiana. iscount 
Chinda was one of his classmates. 
Another coincidence is that the two 
Japanese students were born in the 
same province of Aomori in North- 
ern Japan, and they passed their 
boyhood there together. Their fam- 
ilies had been friends for genera- 
tions and one of the fruits of this 
friendship was that Mr. Sato's sis- | 
ter became Viscountess Chinda, who 
has been so popular in Washington 
social circles. 

Both boys wete of Samurai blood 
and both rose to prominence on 
their own merits from modest be- 
ginnings in the diplomatic service. 

Mr. Sato's firet ministerial post 
Was at Mexico from 800 to 1902 
and there he saw a great deal of 
Porfirio Diaz. Two years later he 
made an extensive tour of the United 
States with Prince Fushimi, who at- 
tended the Loulsana Ptrchase Ex- 
position at St. Louls, and was re- 
ceived by President Roosevelt at 
Washington. In 1905 with the rank 
of Minister he.accompanied Mar- 
quis Komura and Baron Takahira 
to the Portemouth conference, was 
present at all the sessions of the 
conference and because ofthe his 
fine knowledge of English was se- 
lected to make such communicea- 
tions to American journalists as the 
Japanese delegates deemed neces- } 


AT PEACE CONFERENCE. ! 

Tt was while he was Minister to 
Holland that Mr. Sato attended the 
second international peace confer- 
ence and the international opium 
conference and it was shortly be- 
fore the otithbreak of the present 
European war that he was appointed 
Ambassador to the court of Aus- 
tria. His Ambasadorship was brief 
and dramatic: “It lasted just nine- 
teen days,’ explained Mr. Sato. “T 
left Paris on the last train which 
ever reached Vienna. On August 8, 
1914, I was received by Emperor 
Francis Joseph. On Atigust 25 | 
was requested to leave Austria. Two 
days before, Japan had declared 
war on Germany. On my own re- 
sponsibility I asked the American 
Ambassador, Mr. Penfield, to look 
after Japanese interests. He most 
kindly consented.” 

Mr. Sato left Vienna August 27, 
in what came to be known as the 
“Ambassadorial train."’ On the out- 
skirts of the city the cars were 
stoned. About twenty window- 
panes were demolished, but no one 
was hurt. 

Mr. Sato’s long residence in the 
Tnited States and his knowledge of 
American conditions together with 
his long experience in diplomacy 
in many countries are believed to 
well qualify him for the post at 
Washington, though regret is ex- 
pressed at the departure of Vis- 
count Chinda, whose handling of 
the immigration question met with 
noticeable commendation. In this 
connection, it is noted that the at- 
titude of the Congress in meeting 
Japan's wishes on the Burnett bill 
has caused a favorable impression. 

Mr. Sato, who is of medium height, 
ie alert and active in manner and 
gives an impression of directness 
and businesslike capacity. He 
speaks in English with extreme fa- 
cllity, Like all Japanese he ‘is a 
hard worker. When he can find a 
spare moment in his diplomatic du- 
ties, he quickly finds a rod and seeks 
repose fishing. 

Being in indifferent health, Mrs. 
Sato will not accompany her hus- 
band to Washington.

FLOOD WATERS 
UNDER CONTROL. 


[LOC4L CORRESPONDENCE. } 

OCEANSIDE, Jtily’ 14.—In an in- 
teresting race with the receding 
flood waters of the San Luis Rey 
River, the engineers in the employ 
of the South Coast Land Company 
have won in the inetaliation of an 
electrically-operated pumping-plant 
to take the place of the steam plant 
wrecked in the January fiood. It 
is used for pumping Water into the 
reservoirs of the company on the 
south bank of the river for distribu- 
tion to the lands of the dcompany at 
South Oceanside and Carlsbad, a 
large acreage of the holdings being 
planted to citrus orchard, 

The difficulty has been to sink new 
wells father away from the channel 
of the river and install the necessary 
machinery of the plant before the 
failure of the flood waters of the 
river, which has been the source of 
supply since the flood. From. the 
two wells sunk, éach to a depth of 
200 feut, at least 100 inches of water 
is expected, which is much more than 
is needed for present irriation of the 
lands. Other wells will be sunk as 
the demand increases, 

The “lift” from the river bottom 
to the impounding reservoirs is over 
200 feet. Bilectric power for the 
pumping is supplied by the Ocean- 
side Electric and Gas pliant, re- 
cently absorbed by the San Diego 
Consolidated Gas and Electric Com- 
pany.

A POCKET POWER PLANT. 


A Kansas Cityan Believes He Has 
Solved Electrical Problem. 
{literary Digest:] Possibly this 
story belongs in the department of 
science and invention.” Possibly 
it belongs in the fairy-tale book. If 
the latter, it is worthy to rank with 
the tale of the famous Keely motor. 
If the former, then the invention 
that Harry Perrigo is working on in 
Kansas City may bring such indue- 
trial and social changes in this and 
every other country such as no one 
century has ever seen. To explain 
this, it is only necessary to state that 
Mr. Perrigo’s invention is a machine 
about the size of an ordinary type- 
writer which, acting as an accumu- 
lator, will draw electric power out of 
the air and supply us with heat, light 
and power—for nothing. That is 
what the electric dynamo does now, 
but it requires a pretty husky steam- 
or-water-power plant to drive it. The 
inventor explains his marvel, says 
the Kansas City Star, in stating that 
“by twisting coils in a certain way 
and connecting them, the high-fre- 
quency current is taken from the air, 
after which it is reduced down and 
then ‘stept down.’”" After that, we 
are told, it can be put to work as 
easily and diligently as any com- 
mon ourrent tapped from the light 
companies’ wires. To the perfection 
of this instrument Perrigo has de- 
voted his life, and in the course of 
his labors he has more than once 
come within an ace of losing it. 
The device that is to do the work 
will be about a foot in each of its 
dimensions. It is planned to retail

The manufacturing busi- 
ness would be revolutionized. The 
cost of production would drop.

Previous to 
that he was employed in the elec- 
trical department of the Ford Motor 
Car Company, and before that he 
worked in many places as an elec- 
trical engineer. Fortunately he has 
funds sufficient to allow him to con- 
tinue his work without annoyance. 
The severe shocks he receives 
come when he is testing the power. 
But he takes no unnecessary chances. 
Every time he makes a test his 
physician,.Dr. I. E. Taylor, is with 
him to give immediate treatment in 
case anything goes wrong. The in- 
ventor stands on a marble slab cov- 
vered with warm paper. His feet 
are incased in rubber shoes and he 
wears rubber gloves. Yet, despite all 
the insulation, the volts get to him. 
From somewhere he has drawn 
enough electricity to make him un- 
conscious. 
The testing phase of the work, ap- 
parently, is nearly over. One more 
test or so and it will be through. As 
he says: : 
“The only things left are just the 
minor details. The invention is a 
success. I have perfected my im- 
provements. I could knock off work 
today and the invention would be 
ready to put into use. But I am just 
finishing up the loose ends.”

Mission Benefit Celebration 
Plans are Maturing. 


“Candle Day” to Draw Throng 
to San Fernando, 


Unrepaired, C urch Would go 
to Ruin Next Winter, 


August 6 thousands of loyal Cali- 
fornians from all sections of the 
Southland will journey to the Mis- 
sion San Fernando Rey “de Espana. 
They will go in memory .of a band 
of intrepid discoverers who entered 
the beautiful valley 147 years ago, 
and to participate in an anniversary 
celebration as a result of which the 
fine old mission church, one of the 
noblest monuments of early Califor- 
nia, ts to be saved from ruin in next 
winter's rains. 

Plans for the celebration, to be 
known as “Candle Day,” are matur- 
ing rapidly under the direction of

THE DISCOVERERS. 

August 6, 1769, Gov. Portola and 
Father Crespi, with an expedition of 
Spaniards, camped at San Fernando 
——the first white men who ever saw 
that enchanted valley. This was 
two days after they had come on 
the site of what is now the heart 
of Los Angeles. In no small sense 
their achievement is to be relived by 
those who will go by automobile, and 
by electric and steam railway ex- 
cursion trains, to participate in the 
“Candle ceremonies. 

San Fernando will furnish a bar- 
becue and a conspicuous part of the 
exercises will be the conducting of 
services by men and women of all 
creeds. But most important, per- 
haps, and romantic and suitable to 
the spirit of the day, will be the 
candles, that will burn while: the 
services are in progress. Each will 
represent a donation of $1 or more 
toward the good work of saving the 
mission church from ruin, and on 
each will be stamped the name of 
the donor, who will be given a 
receipt—a memento of his part done 
in a Worthy cause. 

NEED 18 URGENT. 

Experts co-operating with the 
Landmarks Club have declared the 
church, which is falling into de- 
cay and is partly unroofed, so that 
unprotected adobe walls are exposed 
to the rains, cannot last through an- 
other winter unless extensive repairs 
are made. The funds accruing from 
the celebration will go for this work 
and for other reconstruction needed 
on the buildings of what was once 
the largest and most important of 
all the missions. 

A touch of true remance is in- 
volved in the active part taken by 
Miss Del Valle in arranging for 
“Candle Day.’ Not only is she the 
leading lady of the “Mission Play,” 
that has done much to revive inter- 
est in the romance of early Califor- 
nian life, but her great-grandfather, 
a century ago, was the last admin- 
istrator of San Fernando, and her la- 
bors have thus a porigaans interest 
that is unique. Je 

It is expected, however, that every 
true Californian will join her and her 
coworkers in making the celebra- 
tion a true and conspicuous success.

REDUCE GAS RATE. 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 

LOS ANGELES HARBOR, July 
15.—The Southern Counties Gas 
Company will announce a reduction 
in gas rates next week, according 
to Charles H. Dickey, district agent, 
when a deep cut will be made in 
quantity rates for business houses 
and industrial enterprises. 

“When the State Ratlroad Corm- 
mission fixes a minimum rate,”’ said 
Mr. Dickey, “the rate for small con- 
sumers will be still further reduced, 
‘This is the only city in Southern 
California that does not have a 
minimum ‘rate. The commission 
permitted us to reduce the rates 
without a hearing, but would not 
permit a minimum rate without a 
hearing. As soon as the hearing in 
Los Angeles is held it is probable 
that a minimum rate. will also be 
fixed for San Pedro. This will per- 
mit a still further reduction in rates 
here. 

“For the present our rate for the 
first 3000 feet will be $1.10 per 
thousand, this being a reduction of 
15 cents over the present rate. For 
the next 7000 feet the rate will be 
80 cents per thousand and from 
10,000 to 50,000 feet the rate will 
range from 66 to 35 cents per 
thousand feet. 

“This is a very low rate consid- 
ering there is no minimum charge, 
and will bring the rate down to less 
than a dollar for all consumers who 
use 4000 feet or over.”

POMONA INCREASE 


IN POPULATION. 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 
POMONA, July 15.—Although the 


population of this city has increased 
steadily since the last census, the 
kindergarten school enrollment has 


dwindled from 162 to 148 since 1914. 
That year it wag 162, in 1915 it was 
166, and this year it was 148. At 
the same time the district has cut 
down the cost of instruction so that 
it now costs only $31.72 a year to 
teach a kindergarten pupil, while it 
cost $61.52 per pupil for instruction 
in 1914. It is refreshing to find that 
although the average daily attend- 
ance in the kindergarten had de- 
creased, the cost of conducting the 
kindergarten has been nearly cut 
in twain. 

While the grade schoo] attendance 
jumped from 1655 to 1805 from 1914 
to 1916 the cost per head for in- 
struction dwindled from $48.26 to 
$35.90, and while the High School 
attendance jumped from 478 to 539. 
the cost of instruction was reduced 
from $110.10 to $81.07 between 1914 
and 1916. 

This city educated 3000 pupils per 
year for an outlay of $1000 each of 
the 162 days in the school year. The 
Value of property owned by the 
school district is half a million dol-

~ APOSTLE HERE. 
Wants Good Chares- 
ter Moulded in Schools.

Compulsory Instruction Laws 
Everywhere, Her Plan. 


Get Best Results. 


That children may be trained in 
right habits of thought and action 
and taught to determine for them- 
selves questions of right and wrong, 
that they may become more God- 
Searing, law-abiding citizens, is the 
“object of Mra. Bara Wairath Lyons 
of New York City, who is touring 
the Pacific Coast in an effort to 
arouse the people of the West to the 
necessity of the inclusion of moral 
hygiene in the curricula of the pub- 
‘He schools. 


Mrs. Lyons is the author of the} 


Jones-Bimpeon bill, now pending in 
the New York Senate, which pro- 
vides “for instructing the pupils of 
the public schools in the subject of 
‘moral hygiene, the object of which 
shall be to develop character in the 
ehfid of such standard as to insure 
good citizenship expressed in truth 
in speech, justice in action, regard 
and observance of law, lite and 
courteous manner, chastity of life 
end that heart culture neceseary for 
the creation of high ideals.” ‘ 

Mra. Lyons is also the founder of 
the Child Conservation 
‘League, ‘an organization that pro- 
tests against a national achool sys- 
tem which makes no provision for 
the study’ of moral hygiene. 


FOR CONSTRUCTIVE WORK. 


“The National Child Conservation 
League,” said Mra. Lyons yesterday, 
“sees the need of establishing a 
course of inetruction 
hygiene in the schools of this coun- 
try. that this study should be con- 
sidered of equal importance with 
other branches of study. We believe 
constructive work must be e in 
shaping the thoughts of the child 


“that the right habite may be formed. 
‘We know 


that the study of this 
subject pleces within the hands of 
little children power, thorough wun- 
‘Gerstanding, and enables them to 
gave themselves from error.” 
“The public,” said Mre. Lyons, 
“does not appreciate the fact that 
the national government last year 
spent $75,000,000 for educational 
purposes. It aled forgets that many 


'times this amount is spent each year 


for the upkeep of penal institutions 
and the. bulliding of new jails for 
pergons who become criminal when 
‘they are children simply because 
they lack training In honesty. 

. “IT shall make an effort,” she con- 
tinued, “to draft for every State in 
the Union a law similar to the ong 
now pending In New York. 

“Some people cry, ‘The home is 
the place to train the child in right 
ways of life.’ That is perfectly true 
when there are wise and good par- 
ents, and when the home is free 
from the contaminating influences of 


' debased minds, but there are tene- 


ent homes where there are large 


‘families, and poor, probably unin- 


structed parents whose efforts at 
self-support entirely monopiize their 
time and minds, and the children 
have small chance of adequate moral 
training. If these tenement children 
have to moral training except what 
occasionally and incidentally 


fgiven by a teacher, it ts time the 


Matter should receive the attention 
of the State in ways positive and 
mandatory.” 

Mra. Lyons is widely known as a 
Specialist on foods, and was for sev- 
ral years a lecturer of the public 
lecture course of the Board of Edu- 
eation of New York City. She was 
in this course six consecutive sea- 
sons, and tater became affiliated 
with the W.C.T.U., being the New 
York County Superintendent of that 
organization's department of health 
and heredity. 

Tt was in this connection that she 
became interested in the welfare of 
children, and in the season of 1910 
she visited more than sixty large 
cities in the interest of the chil- 
dren of the New York tenements. 


She addressed gudiences from pul- 
pits and pastors to deliver 
sermons the betterment of 
children. After three years of care- 


ful study she drafted the Jones- 
Simpson bill, and it is now pending 
before the New York Senate Com- 
mittee on Public Education. 

The bill is in part as follows: 
“The subject of moral hygiene shal! 
be taught in all echools under State 
control, or supported wholly or in 
part by public money of the State. 
with special reference to the sym- 
metrical development of the mental, 
moral and physical being of the 
pupil, and instruction in moral hy- 
giene shall also be given in all 
schools connected with reformatory 
Institutions in co-ordination with 
the instruction in other branches of 
knowledge taught in. each such 


- gchool. This study shaff not be con- 


strued by teachers or trustees of 
schools, or by boards of education. 
to mean a btudy in schoo! incidental! 
to some other established course of 
study, but shall be ranked of equal 
importance as such studies, in order 
tHat character development in the 
ehiid may go hand in hand with 
book knowledge. Questions of right 
and wrong, those requiring correc* 
tion by the teacher, which are of 
& mature to be discussed in class 
fand which come to the teacher's 
attention in connection with school 
@uties.) may be discussed at length, 
tm class, children giving their views 
of the subject under discussion. at 
the next lesson, in written perva 
Pupils must pass satisfactory tests’ 
and examinations in this subject, 
moral hygiene, as tn other studies, 
before promotion to the succeeding 
year's work.” 

Mrs. Lyons hopes to secure the 
enactment of such a law in Califor- 
mia before she leaves the State. She 
has been visiting In Los Angeles tne 
past week and is now en route to 
San Francisco. Thence she will zo 
te Sacramento and thence to the 
more important cities of Oregon and 
Washington.

NEW INDUSTRY 
AT THIS PORT. 


Steam Schooner Construction 
will Start Soon, 
Largest Craft of Their Kind 
to be Laid Down. 


Revival of Wooden Ship and 
Sail Days Forecast. 


Dawning of a new era at Los An- 
geles Harbor is forecast, to begin 
tomorrow, when a vessel from San 
Francisco will deliver here heavy 
timbers destined to become back- 
bone and rilis of one of two big 
steam schooners, that will be the 
first ever constructed at this port. 
This new Southern California in- 
dustry is expected to be but a part 
of @ great revival of construction of 
large wooden vessels, with perhaps 
@® return to sail-power for ocean 
freighters under certain conditions. 

The contracts to build the two 
largest steam schooners ever laid 
down on the Pacific Coast were re- 
cently let to Charles E. Fulton, de- 
scendant of the builder of the first 
steamboat and himself a well-known 
constructor, with headquarters at 
the harbor. One of these boats is to 
be owned and operated by Sudden 
and Christenson, the other by J. R. 
Hanify & Co., both Washington lum- 
ber firms. Heretofore all large ves- 
sels for the lumber trade on this 
Coast have been built at San Fran- 
cisco or at some Washington or Ore- 
gon port. Men in the business de- 
clare the importance of the innova- 


overestimated. 

Though Hanify & Co. has already 
started a steam schooner south with 
timbers for the construction work, 
the laying of the keels will not be 
undertaken for two weeks. The 
whole job, it is expected, will be 
completed in eight months. The 
boats will be used in the coast lum- 
ber trade. Each will have a carry- 
ing capacity of 1,600,000 feet. 

The vessels were designed ‘by D. 
W. and R. Z. Dickie of San Francis- 
co. Each is to cost $112,000 and to 
be 235 feet long and forty-four feet 
wide, with a hold depth of seven- 
teen feet. An unusual feature will 
be the placing of engines on the 
upper decks. Oregon pine will be 
the chief building material used. 

At present all work at the 
Fulton plant is concentrated on pre- 
paring accommodations required 
for wooden vessels of such unusual 
size. One third of the shop, called 
the “lean-to,” has been torn off and 
the offices and stockrooms re- 
moved from the first floor to an ad- 
dition upstairs. The dock will 
be seventy-two feet wide and 1890 
long. It will be permanent. 

The lumber steamers will be able 
to land in the 40-foot water at 
the end of the dock without any 
trouble. The lumber will be run di- 
rectly into the shop, where it will 
be wed on the immense band- 
saw now being set. up. From the 
band-saw the timber will be picked 
up by two huge derricks and swung 
onto the construction work, which 
will save much Cost in labor.. 

The boats will be built with their 
sterns together, extending from one 
edge of Mr. Fulton’s property to the 
lagoon. From 100 to 125 men will 
be employed in constructing the two 
shi 


“There is a tendency to go back 
to large wooden vessels,” said Claud 
Cc. Smith, secretary to Mr. Fulton, 
yesterday. “Not only the increased 
price on steel, due to the cali for 
such material by governments for 
building submarines and other war 
craft, is responsible for this. It was 
estimated that steel boats would: 
stand up 100 years. As a matter of 
fact they corrode and do not always 
outlast the fifty-year limit set for a 
wooden boat. We will go back even 
one step farther, according to one 
shipbuilder, who believes sails will 
again replace steam power.” 

In the State of Washington when 
he was a boy of 23 Mr. Fulton built 
for Sudden and = Christenson the 
“Cecelia Sudden,” a four-mast 
schooner, famous for her speed and 
carrying capacity. Because of the 
reputation thus established Mr. Ful- 
ton, during a trip to San Francisco 
for securing another contract,.. met 
one of the firm of Sudden and Chris- 
tenson and was given the contract 
for the two schooners.

IRE DEPARTMENT'S 
BUDGET TO BE CUT. 


FINANCE OOMMITTEE OHAIR- 
MAN MAKES COMMENT. 


Says Mayor Sebastian 

Hot and Cold” on Question of 
Cutting Down Expenses and 
Trimming Tax Rate and Refers 
to Recent Economy Message. 


Referring to.the Mayor’s message 
to the Council a few days ago urging 
'strictest economy in all departments, 
Chairman Wheeler of the Budget 
Committee discussed the refusal of 
the Fire Commission to trim its bud- 
get $40,000 as requested by the 


“Mayor Sebastian first blows hot 
and then blows cold on the subject of 
keeping down expenses,” said Chair- 
man Wheeler. “The attitude of the 
Fire Commission in this matter is 
astonishing, to say the least. Even 
before the ink is dry on his signa- 
ture to a message calling for econ- 
omy, we receive another letter over 
his signature in which there is a re- 
fusal to reduce the expenses of the 
fire department.” 

The paragraph referred to by Mr. 
Wheeler in the, Mayor's message, 
said: 

“I have no patience with any pub- 
lic official who attempts to argue 
against economy and a lowering of 
taxes onthe ground that such a 
measure will diminish the efficiency 
of his department.” ' 

The question of reducing the num- 
ber of fire companies to provide the 
$40,000 called for to cover salary 
increases made mandatody by the 
two-platoon ordinance, was referred 
back to the Budget Committee. 

The Fire Commission's letter to 
the Council, after mentioning the 
Council Budget Committee’s request 
that the commission designate which 
fire stations shall be closed to make 
the further cut of $40,000 in the 
budget, says: 

“In this connection we, 48 a com- 
mittee of the whole, desire earnestly 
and vigorously to protest: against 
further impairment of the efficiency 
of the fire department for the rea- 
sons set forth in protest of the,Chief 
hereto attached, and also the further 
fact that the saving effected by the 
elimination of fire stations is false 
economy, due to the fact that insur- 
ance rates are based in proportion 
to the fire hazard incurred, and the 
payment of additional insurance 
premium will affect home owners 4s 
readily and’ directly as the payment 
of taxes. 

“We feel that the resporisibility 
for not being able to afford fire pro- 

tion should rest with your honor- 

le body rather than with this 
board, as the curtailment of funds 
means less men, less fire stations 
and less efficiency. 

“The preservation of life and 
property, also the inducement of in- 
dustries to lie within our city, should 
be given greater consideration than 
the reduction of the tax rate. by 
some portion of a mill. While we 
anticipate your desire to economize, 
and fully indorse the movement for 
as low a rate as possible for the tax- 
payers, yet means other than the 
curtailment of public gafety meas- 
ures must be open, and we therefore 
urge that the reduction stated be re-

OF TWO COMPANIES. 


AND FOR DAMAGES FROM UATH 
MILLIONAIRE. 


—_— 


Alleged Unjust Partnership Tac- 
tics Give Rise to Suit Involving 
Los Angeles and Mormon State 
Corporations—Twin Receivership 
Application and Legal Kinks. 


A suit involving the stock of the 
Los Angeles Mortgage Company and 
the Utah Lake, Land, Water and 
Power Company and the determina- 
tion of certain legal questions was 
filed yesterday by G. M. Henderson, 


through Attorney Thomas Ball, 
against the two corporations and M. 
B. Whitney of Utah. It is alleged 
in the complaint that Mr. Whitney, 
said to be a Utah millionaire, owned 
all of the stock of the Utah Lake, 
Land, Water and Power Company 
last January, when he had an agree- 
ment with Mr. Henderson to reor- 
ganize the corporation. 

Under this agreement, Mr. Hen- 
derson alleges, pe was 40 have be- 
come sole owner of thé company as 
soon as Mr. Whitney could withdraw 
$200,000 from it or when Mr. Hen- 
derson should have paid him $200,- 
000. In the reorganization plan, 
Mr. Henderson alleges, he acquired 
95 per cent. of the stock of the Los 
Angeles’ Mortgage Company. His 
Plan was to use the assets of the 
Los Angeles company to liquidate 
the debts of the Utah corporation. 
Mr. Whitney, he says, took control 
of the company and spent only about 
$5000 for the benefit of the partner- 
ship, and retained the remainder. 

Mr. Henderson asks that the stock 
of both corporations Be turned over 
to him. He also asks that a recefv- 
be appointed to take charge of 
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the ‘assets of the partnership and 
that a receiver be appointed for the 
mortgage company while it is in liq- 
uidation. Damages from Mr. Whit- 
ney are also demanded. . 


DEMURRER UPHELD. 
IN MORTGAGE FIGHT. 


Judge Taft yesterday sustained a 
demurrer to the complaint of Kath- 
ryn and Henry A. Coit against Wil- 
liam Koeberle to cancel a note and 
a mortgage. The note and mortgage 
were obtained by thé defendant, who 
is alleged to have called on Mrs. 
Coit during the absence of her hus- 
band. He was accompanied by a 
constable, and Mrs. Coit says she 
signed the note and mortgage be- 
cause she was afraid her goods would 
be set out on the pavement and 
carted away.

AN FRANCISCO'S AWAKENING. 
The constructive, indomitable spirit of 


San Francisco, the spirit that reared the. 


massive structure of a new city on the 


| Bite of that stricken to ashes in 1906, the 


spirit that created the best of expositions 
the world has known in 1915, has organized 
the Committee of Law and Order to estab- 
lish, insure and perpetuate industrial free- 
dom. 

For the last decade San Francisco has 
been in bondage. No city has been so long 
and so completely dominated by the lawless 
element of labor unions, and her distress 
has been continuous and acute. Strikes, 
riots, boycotta, picketing, bludgeoning 
unsuppressed by an intimidated police and 
ignored by timid officials, have written too 
often in blood the story of San Francisco's 
investment by lawless unionites, and the 


ruthless ‘control and tyranny of men like 


McCarthy, Tveitmoe, Johannsen. 

A series of strikes has recently intensi- 
fied the bitter situation. The employers 
saw that they must fight without com- 
promise or go out of business. They are 
the heirs of the vigilantes, men descended 
‘from pioneers who knew no fear; but so 
insidiously have the unions worked their 
way into even the nooks and crannies of 
employment, holding mercilessly to heel in 
@ masterly though corrupt organization 
the members of every trade and guild, that 
the employers knew it was hopeless to fight 
individually for industrial independence. 


But though they delayed and endured, 


they were pot idle and one day, unexpected- 
ly, 2000 employers suddenly disclosed the 
Organization of the Committee of Law and 
Order. They, too, were organized. Some 
conception of their straits, of their knowl- 
edge of how long-drawn and grueling is 
the fight before them may be judged by the 
$1,000,000 fund readily subscribed to secure 
their industrial freedom. 

The pitiful irony of it! The discreditable 

upon the apathy and indifference 
of the citizens at large when the thousands 
of employers in a city so important as San 
Francisco must organize, actually endanger 
their lives, and contribute heavily, in many 
instances exhaustively, to a campaign to 
fight for that individual and industrial 
liberty guaranteed by the Constitution of 
their country! 

San Francisco will win. Her people are 
fighting, not for themselves alone, not for 
mere profits, not—as the agitators with 
hysterical fury scream—to “dethrone 
labor,” but they fight for the future, for 
liberty, the right to hire men who work 
and discharge those who malinga, the 
right to meet the employee face to face 
and not through the ubiquitous, bribe- 
secking “business agent.” 


PUBLIC AND THE TRAINMEN. 
The public is confronted with an eco- 
nomic crisis as the result of the demands 
or railway employees fn engine, train and 
yard service for increased compensation 
under the guise of a request for an eight- 
hour basic work day. ’ 
It is unnecessary now to discuss the 


{ merits of these demands, which were thor- 


oughly threshed out by representatives of 
the four brotherhoods and the national con- 
ference committee of railways, held at New 
York June 1 to 15, inclusive. The 309,000 
members of the organizations making the 
outcry constitute only 18 per cent. of the 
vast army of railway employees of the coun- 
try, and they are already receiving 28.2 per 
cent. of the total wages paid to all railway 
employees—the highest paid labor, not only 
in the United States but in the world. The 
real demands of the organizations, properly 
construed, are for a reduction in the work- 
ing hours of from twenty to thirty-three per 
cent., and an increase in the hourly rate 
of pay from 25 to 50 per cent., and an in- 
crease in the overtime pay of from 87% 
per cent. to 125 per cent. It is estimated. 
that to make the concessions it will cost 
the railways of the country $100,000,000 an- 
nually, which is equivalent to a 5 per cent. 
increase in freight rates, or an annual tax 


of $5 on every family in the United States. f 


It was pointed out by the railway man- 
agers at the New York conference that to 
comply with the demands would mean bank- 
ruptcy to the railroads, one-sixth of the 
mileage of which is already in the hands 
of receivers; but the managers offered to 
refer the question to either the Interstate 
Commerce Commission or to a board of arbi- 
tration sitting under the provisions of the 
Federal statute—preferably tothe Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, as that tribu- 
nal, by reason of its accumulated informa 
tion bearing upon railroad conditions, and 
especially because of its control of the 
revenue of Interstate carriers, is in a better 


‘position to consider and protect the rights 


and equities of all interests affected, and 
is possesséd of authority to provide the ad- 
ditional revenues necessary to meet the 


added cost of operation in case the claims | 


of the employees were found by the com- 
mission to be just and reasonable. IN AP- 
PARENT DEFIANCE OF THE PRINCIPLES 
OF ARBITRATION, AND IN APPARENT 
DISREGARD PUBLIC WELFARE, THE 


| ORGANIZATIONS FLATLY REFUSED TO 


SUBMIT THE ISSUES TO ARBITRATION 
AND THEY ARE 
NOW ENGAGED IN TAKING A STRIKE 
VOTE, WHICH WILL DOUBTLESS AQU- 
THORIZE THEIR BEADERS TO CALL A 
GENERAL STRIKE WHENEVER THEY 
DESIRE. 

It is apparent that the commercial bodies 
ahd civic organizations throughout the coun- 
try should call upon Congress to take such 
action as will compel arbitration. The rail- 
roads are public servants, and their, un- 
interrupted operation has become an eco- 
If railway officials should 
attempt to discontinue train service and de- 
prive the people of necessary transportation 
facilities when rates are reduted, or when 
competent authority imposes additional 
réguiations, or for any other cause, a storm 
of public indignation would envelop them; 
and in this respect the public will make no 
distinction between officials and employees, 
and if for any reason the employees should, 
by concerted action, attempt to tie up the 
railroads and thereby completely paralyze 
the transportation service of the country, 
public indignation will break upon them 
with equal severity. 

The history of past labor controversies 
shows that the public favors -the submis 
sion of differences between employer and 
employee to arbitration and because of the 
nature of the business affected it is the im- 


_perative duty of both sides to the pending 


controversy to submit their differences to 
some competent tribunal. The public is 
not concerned with ordinary controversies 
between railway officials and employees, but

ERMANY’S TERMS OF PEACE. 
Whoever shall succeed and whoever 
shall fail in the European contest it- is 
reasonably certain that no indemnity can 
be exacted by the conqueror from the con- 
quered,\for every one of the cOmbatants 
is already in debt beyond its power to pay 
the principal of its obligations, and it will 
require very drastic taxation to enable any 
power to meet the interest, defray the cost 
of civil government and pay the expenses 

of even @ reduced army and navy. 

There being no question of indemnity to 
be discussed, the settlement will probably 
be determined by a readjustment of bound- 
aries. If Germany wins, she will insist upon 
holding Belgium and a slice of France and 
having all her colonial possessions re- 
stored to her.

AND SHIPPING. 

The Mexican petroleum interests, now 
controlled by the Pan-American Petroleum 
and Transport Company, have investments 
in ocean shipping aggregating some $16,- 
000,000, representing a total of twenty-eight 
ships, twenty-one of which are under con- 
struction, five on San Francisco Bay, three 
at Sunderland, England, and the others on 


the Atlantic Coast—Philadelphia, Wilming- | — 


ton, Camden, Newport News and other 
points. These ships constitute the largest 
building programme at the preserit time of 
any combination under one management in 
the oil trade, or even perhaps in any other 
line. The combined shipbuilding of all the 
companies that formerly made up the Stand- 
ard Oil trust is bigger, but none of the 
individual companies can make a showing 
approaching that of the Pan-American. 

Five years ago the interests now com- 
bined in the Pan-American company had no 
maritime investments whatever. Then the 
enormous production brought in by the Mex- 
ican Petroleum’s big Casiano well complete- 
ly swamped the limited home market of 
Mexico and it was essential that oversea 
trade be sought. Six vessels were built 
and put into the trade of the Atlantic Coast. 
Then came the big British deal resulting in 
the organization of the Pan-American com- 
pany with §150,000,000 capitalization and 
the present great shipbuilding programme 
inaugurated. 

With the outbreak of the war all the ves- 
sels then in service Were transferred from 
the British to the American flag, and the 
new ones being built in the United States 


May be expected to fly the Stars and 


Stripes. 

The Pan-American now owns all the ship- 
ping interest of the combine through the 
purchase of the entire capitalization of the 
Petroleum Transport Company, the subsid- 
jiary corporation that owns ali the ships of 
the Mexican Petroleum interests. Of the 
oil properties in Mexico it only owns the 
control, there remaining a large minority 
interest in the Mexican Petroleum Company, 
Ltd. Of the oll properties of the combine 
in California and Texas the Pan-American 
owns all. In Texas it has some 30,000 acres 
at Markham and is drilling the first deep 
well in the district. 

While there is an immense stockholding 
in the Bast and in Great Britain, the Pan- 
American company is a Los Angeles crea- 
tion. The Mexican Petroleum Company, 
Ltd., a Delaware corporation, is the suc- 
cessor of the old Mexican Petroleum Com- 


pany of California, founded by E. L. Do- 


heny and the late C. A. Canfield; and prac- 
tically all owned here. Of the $10,000,000 
in preferred stock of the Pan-American re- 
cently sold to cover the purchase of Mex- 
ican Petroleum, Petroleum Transport and 
Buena Fe stock 90 per cent. was taken in 
Los Angeles. 

The ships of the Pan-American now op- 
erate along the Atlantic Coast from Port- 
land, Me., on the north to Rio de Janeiro on 
the south. With the completion of ships 
now under construction the trade will be 
extended to Europe and eventually around 
the world. | 

How valuable are oil-carrying ships at 
this time is shown by the fact that not long 
since the Pan-American was offered a price 


for two of the ships under construction that . 


would have netted a profit of $1,000,000 on 
each, bnt declined the money, as the vessels 
and the deliveries of oil they will make 
were worth more money.

Ever think how and whereby it 
happens that not only our Toys but 
even our Fairy Stories are “made in 
Germany” or thereabout, and have 
to be translated for us?

Don’t throw up Shakespeare 
and Milton at me—they had 
rather than Imagination. Shake 
speare’s most marvelous inventions 
were 4li notoriously borrowed as to 
the creative idea. It was his match- 
less Fancy that made these stolen 
thoughts immortal in the new dress 
he gave them. No English poet 
ever rivaled Dante in Imagination 
—nor no poet writing in English, ex- 
cept Edgar Allan Poe. Imagination 
is the Finding of New Worlds. Fancy 
fs the Picturing of them in such 
wise that these Make-Believe coun- 
trics are more real in our thought 
through all our later life than the 
streets we tread today. And Ger- 
many is the home of the Fairy Story 
~—the mother of elves, pixies, gob- 
lina. Yea, verily, and of the best 
of all fairies, dear Santa Claus. The 
largest contribution of original Eng- 
lish to the Joy of Infancy is “Mother 
Goose.” And she is.a good lady— 
though hardly to be classed with 
Romance. And far greater than she, 
but less notorious, Alice in Wonder- 
land. How many children know the, 
name of Lewis Carroll, her father? 


It was the German Imagination, 
too, which knit a loose bunch of 
selfish little States (even more un- 
related than our own States were 
before the Civil War) into a nation 
which today for compacted, focussed, 
almost unanimous national spirit, 
has never had a peer in history.

cluded. | 

It is the German Imagination that 
invented the art that immortalizes 
all arts—Printing. Does Gutenberg 


sound Ifke an Bnglish name? Why, + 


it was a Dutchman—and a printer— 
who first gave the name “America” 
to this land we live in—and love it 
when there’s nothing else for us 
to do. : 
What's the matter with our dye 
stuffs? Well, of course, the world 
depends on Ger—the world depends 
on Germany for the color of its 
stockings, eh? Even we, the self- 
confessed Smart People! Why? 
Well, we haven't the Imagination 
that leads a man to be Efficient all 
around—not the fevered and hate

Even 
Fiction and Poetry—not to mention 
newspapers (if I'm not falling into 
tautology.) 

Eighty-five per cent. of them that 
can’t ‘imagine would perish miser- 
ably within a year if they were 
stripped tomorrow of -everything 
they oWe solely to the “Crazy.” 

Imaginers, why—where would they 
go to church? Do you imagine that 
Faith was invented by a Clod? Re- 
ligion, like every other thing we 
use to live by—down to Business it- 
self—came by the parenthood of 


men and women of Imagination. {

Number of Traffic Accidents to Persons on the Streets 
Steadily Rising—Police Officials Determine on More 
Jail Sentences, Stricter Interpretation of the Rules and 
More Stringent Regulations. | 


HE gauge of traffic disaster to 
persons on the city’s streets is! 
rising. Month after month, 
more and more are killed in such 
accidents, more are seriously injured, 
more bruised and battered. Monthly 
the Moloch of speed and reckless- 
ness grows greater; devours more of 
the little people of the streets. 
Seventeen per cent. increase is the 
shocking record for the past three 
months over the preceding three 
months. When Traffic Lieut. But- 
ler wrote the total yesterday, his 
hand shook with emotion. He 
thought it impossible. When Chief 
of Police Snively heard of it, there 
was a dazed and pained expression 
in his eyes. “After all we have 
done, and all we have warned, and 
all we have punished,” he said. 

And when the police judges heard 
of it, they sat back’ in judicial con- 
temptation for a moment, then in 
all there was a tightening of the 
jaw muscles, a levelling of the eyes. 
“They have got to suffer harger be- 
fore they learn,” they said. 

Chief Snively has determined to 
stop that terrible increase. 

Lieut. Butler hag determined to 
stop it. 

The police judges have deter- 
mined to stop it, 

This is what is to be done: 

More jail sentences on fast and 
reckless drivers will bé imposed in 
the police courts. 

Stricter interpretation of the traf- 
fic laws will be made by the speed 
patrolmen under the direction of 
Lieut. Butler. 

More stringent traffic regulations 
will be advocated by Chief Snively. 

While this increase has been in 
progress, five men have been peer- 


petent business men, wasting their 
time, and eating beans and soup and 
coarse meat, because they had been 
found unfit to steer an automobile. 
They had pleaded and wept and 
tried to buy their ways to freedom, 
and while they suffered in obscurity, 
the other motorists pressed a little 
harder on the foot throttle, swung 
around corners a little faster, bore 
down a little more defiantly on other 
motorists and upon pedestrians. Each 
was boosting, notch by notch, that 
fell record at the Receiving Hospital, 
the pitiful list of the dead who 
are the victims of speed and reck- 
lessness. 

And as the total piles up, getting 
its footing on tombstones to climb 
higher and higher, the decision be- 
comes firmer, that some arrange- 
ment must be made to cancel] per- 
mits to drive automobiles. The police 
judges at present have informal au- 
thority to forbid any person driving 
an automobile for a given time, un- 
der penalty for violation of proba- 
‘tion. But there is no way by which 
the licenses can be permanently or 
even temporarily revoked, _ i 
{ That is the great weapon the 
police are seeking. That is the/f 
weapon the police judges demand. 
And when the Legislature convenes 
in the next session, such is the law 
that will be written upon the stat- 
utes of the State, backed by Chief 
Snively, by Lieut. Butler and by the 
police judges.

mercy and from now on we can 
show little morcy to their families.

Presiding Justice White of the 
police courts said: “When they are 
in their cars these motorists con- 
sider no one yet they alwayg beg 
for consideration. There seems to 
be an insanity of the _ steering: 
wheel. The sanest, the wisest, seem 
to lose their sense of proportions, I 
wish to be humane, but with the ter- 
riblie record of killed and injured 
before me I can be humane only by 
protecting the tens of thousands 
from the individuals. They shall 
pay for their folly in jail.” . 

Police Judge Frederickson. said: 
“A responsible man should be given 
a chance. If he abuses it he should 
suffer dowhly. The records are be- 
coming so complete now we can dis- 
criminate. These motorists are meas- 
uring their own sentences by their 
madness. It is intberative that heav- 
ier sentences be imposed.” 

Police Judge Richardson, himself 
an ardent motorist, said: “I have 
no sympathy for the guilty motorist. 
Because I feel so strongly I have 
sometimes weakened the penalty, 
that I might not be unfair. -Motor- 
ists go mad, like members of a mob. 
And now that we know the abuse is 
growing, the time has come to stamp 
it out. Sgme may have to suffer 
more than they deserve, but they 
shall wear the yoke. That is life.”

OVE TO PROTECT 
SEEKERS OF LAND. 


COMPLAINTS AROUSE FEDERAL 
DISTRICT ATTORNEY. — 
Lawyers Declared to Have 
Fleeced Many Would-be Home- 
steaders by Charging Location 
Fees and Deceiving Clients as to 
Property Involved. 


Complaints have been made to the 
United States District Attorney in- 
volving alleged false pretenses in- 
dulged in by certain attorneys in 
this city who make a specialty of 
dealing in government lands 4nd 
charging $1 an acre for location 
services. Whether a prosecution will 
be commenced depends upon the 
to be made immediate- 
y. 

Abuses perpetrated upon innocent 
people by “location sharks” have for 
some years been the bane of the lo- 
cal Land Office, but so far alleged 
violators of the law have not been 
prosecuted. It is alleged that mis- 
leading advertisements have been 
printed that to the uninitiated 
would seem to indicate that the ad- 
vertisers had some government po- 
sition and were enabled thereby to 
give entrymen an inside view as to 
prime locations. . 

They charge $1 an acre for loca- 
tion fees, and in many instances 
show the unsophisticated a fine piece 
of land that they say is open to en- 
try. The money for location is no 
sooner paid and an application made 
for the entry of the land than the 
victim finds either that the land is 
not open to entry or that somebody 
else has entered it long ago. In 
other instances the location, when 
the land is finally-found, is in some 
inaccessible canyon or on the top of 
some mountain that could not be 
reached except by an aeroplane. 
They are told that the technical 
boundaries, abovt which they know 
nothing, cover some excellent land 
that is pointed out, and the Illusion 
is not dispelled until they file on the 
land and discover wnat is covered 
by the description. 

It is proposed to stop these raids if 
it is possible to do so, but In many 
instances the alleged raiders have 
fortified themselves with an agree- 


ment made only to circumvent the 
law as to fraud.

The circular 
boosts the cause of the convicted 
Magons by quoting Eugene V. Debs, 
who speaks of the prosecution of 
these incitors of disturbance as 
‘“‘shamelegs, brutal and cowardly be- 
yond expression, and should be re- 
sented and rebuked by the prompt 
espousal of their cause by the or- 
ganized workers of the country.” 

As a special feature in its appeal, 
the circular quotes Emma Goldman, 
the notorious anarchist, in her com- 
mendation of the attorney for the 
Magons. It also gives the commen- 
dation of Alexander Berkman and 
Edgcumb Pinchon, authors of “The 
Mexican People; Their Struggle for 
Freedom,” which book, it states, has 
just been suppressed by the govern- 
ment. Surely such an array of “pa- 
triots” ought to be appropriate 
‘backing for the Magon cause. 

The circular states that all con- 
tributions should be sent to Kath- 
erine L. Schmidt. Miss Schmidt 
is a sister of M. A. Schmidt. now 
under life sentence for the murder 
of Charles A. Haggarty, one of the 
twenty victims killed when the 
original Times building was dyna- 
mited. 

In a special appeal, attached to 
the circular, and which has evi- 
dently been sent to various “re- 
form” newspapers, is a statement 
by Ed Gammons, general secretary 
of the league, which says: 

“You are as vitally interested as 
any other organ of public opinion; 
in fact, I have read scores of edi- 
torials and news references in your 
columns directly inciting violence.”

Kelso conducts citfzenship classes 
five evenings a week at the Los An- 
geles High School during the sum- 
mer. 

The sum of $45,000 was appropri- 
ated by the Board’ of Education for 
the summer schools. This allows 
a margin over the amount appropria- 
ted last year, when $41,000 was the 
cost, of which $25,000 went for ele- 
mentary schools and $16,000 for high 
schools. The $45,000 also includes 
the cost of keeping open a number 
of playgrounds. In addition to the 
principals about 300 teachers are em- 
ployed. Academic and mannal sub- 
jects embrace the course of study, 
with physical training in the high 
schools. In the playgrounds there 
is folk dancing and excursions and 
hikes are arranged for in addition 
to the usual playground activities. 

BENEFICIAL EFFECT. 


In expressing his approval of sum- 
mer schools Assistant Superintend- 
ent Bettinger spoke of their bene- 
ficial effect as offering wholesome 
eccupational activities. He went fur- 
ther and said the schools should be 
kept open the year around, Refer- 
ring specifically to the summer 
schools he said: 

“The pupils learn faster on the or- 
dinary subjects than they do in the 
ordinary schools because there is so 
much of voluntary effort in the sum-

mer schools, The students attend i 


of their own volition. They state 
what they want to take in studies 
and then the teachers try to let the 
children work in their own way in- 
stead of prescribing the way. That 
makes it very largely a voluntary | 
effort. All of us, no matter how old, 
we grow, get along better when we 
are exercising our own volition than 
when we are working under pre- 
scription. 
ELEMENT OF INTEREST. 

“Moreover, they are having a va- 
cation while they are learning. 
Really ‘as happy a bunch as you 
would find are these youngsters when 
they are going to school in that way. 

“If I were before an educational 
gathering I would say that the ele- 
ment of interest has been sacrificed 
too much in our public schools. It 
has been made to give way to com- 
pulsion and prescription. If we could 
take the children at a time when 
they. are interested only in certain 
lines of study and teach them at 


3 that time when they are at the white 


heat of interest, and then, when 
their interest changes, change with 
them—if we could take them all 
the way through in that way, in the 
course of the journey up they would 
touch all the interests and get 
through work in that way which 
would be many times more -effec- 
tive than it is under compulsion 
and prescription.” 
YEAR AROUND SCHOOLS. 

Assistant Superintendent Bettinger 

considers it a foolish thing for the 


‘city to take care of children every 


day from 9 o’clock a.m. to 3 o'clock 
p.m. for ten months “and let the 
devil take them for the rest of the 
time.” 

“That is just what it means,” he 
said, “in sections of the city where 
the home has no power—and that 
is one-half of the homes in this city, 
and this is a good city. The home 
has not the power to furnish the 
right kind of employment or occu- 
pation for children and young peo- 
ple in the afternoons and evenings 
during the summer.”

cash when the bonds command a 
premium, It seems about as rea- 
sonable as the fact that loan sharks 
are permitted to charge any rate of 
interest they can fleece the ve 
needy public out of.

APPALLING COST OF THE E STATE'S 
EXPERIMENTS IN GOVERNMENT. 


Direct Legislation has Added Tens of Millions to the Burden of Colifornia 
Laxpayers, with no Tangible Benefits—Government by 
Commission Wasting Millions More.

and notions in government. Direct legislation, government by commission, public control of all profitable lines of private 
business, taxes on industry, minority elections and legislation, government by decree,—in fact, all known innovations have been 
welcomed in the name of “good government.” 

Not since the ?eign of Mascus Aurelius in the second century has legislation by faddiste 00 afflicted a State. Raising the cry 
that human rights must no longer be subjetted to the rights of property, a small but active minority succeeded through their 
audacity and perseverance in gaining control of the State government and of nearly every county and municipality. For four 
years they received practically carte blanche from the taxpayers to frame whatever legislation they liked, provided it should not be 

“reactionary” in character. 

the: tod. te iw.the lend from each community the price of these new innovations. They 
were installed on credit; but the installments are beginning to fall due and the total is appalling. The annual report recently 
issued by State Controller John S. Chambers shows that the cost of State, county and city government in California has in- 
creased from $]01,000,000 to $176,000,000 in four years. That increase in the cost of government is without a parallel; but it 
represents only a part of the actual increase to the average citizen. The only “human right” so far exercised is the right, and 


COMMISSIONERS EVERYWHERE. 

Government by commission has been injected into the city, county and State governments until every line pr industry has 
from one to twenty deputy commissioners inspecting it. These commissions were foisted on the communities under the guise of 
self-supporting-departments. A gullible public accepted them without giving a second thought to what “self-supporting” means; 
it did not occur to the electorate at large that the producer and consumer would have to pay every dollar of that self-support 
that when a commission expends $200,000 a year the producers and consumers of the State must pay out just $200,000 more 
than they would have heen called upon to pay if that commission had never been instituted. 

Clever methods have been invented to disguise the cost of these new experiments, but the people have begun to discover 
that it must be paid; not one of the long list of alleged reforms has proved to be really self-supporting; for no commission 
is self-supporting unless it occasions an increased production which shall give a profit equal to its cost of maintenance, or effects 
a saving in that amount which was absolutely wasted before. Transferring money from one ‘pocket into another is but a sory 
method of economy. 


MINES DON’T PAY IT. 

California's mines are fabulous for their wealth; they give employment to thousands of men and their present production is 
the greatest in the history of the State; their output is estimated at $25,000,000 a year. Magnificent as this sum seems, it pays 
each year just one-third the increased cost of government under Progressive rule in California. This sounds incredible, but it is a 
statement of simple fact, as the official report of the State Controller shows. 


Direct legislation was one of the first forms of government attempted by republics. Greece. adopted it 300 years before /+,. 


Christ, and Greece died; Poland adopted it in the middle of the Eighteenth century, and Poland died; Switzerland adopted it 
100 years ago, and once populous cantons of Switzerland are almost deserted, while the country has degenerated into a communi- 
ty of inn keepers.

This was generally recognized as a 
salutary law, yet it was held up by referendum and it became necessary to organize every community in the State at an expense 
to law-abiding citizens of hundreds of thousands of dollars in order to secure its final adoption, despite the fact that it had been 
passed by the Legislature and approved by the Governor. | 

Then there was the initiative racing bill. This bill was rejected by the Legislature, but an appeal was taken to the people, 
through the use of the initiative; again it was necessary to organize the whole State, and law-abiding citizens were compelled to 
contribute sums which would amount in the aggregate to more than $100,000 to prevent its adoption:

It was a measure that would have meant ruin to tens of thous- 
ands of middle-class producers; yet it required an extensive organization and the loss of valuable time and more than $150,000 
in money to compass its defeat. This measure had been rejected by the Legislature. 

Business men have not forgotten the “blue sky” initiative, which was so drastic in its terms that it would have paralyzed 
protection of dita against this reckless measure.

The farce of this is proved by the fact that every initiative measure 
proposed in the State, however vicious, has secured enough names to give it a place on the general election ballot, provided its 
sponsors were ‘willing to put up 10 cents per name received to the professional circulators of petitions. 

- It is t6 direct legislation that we owe the constant liquor agitation in California. The majority of the members of the Legis- 
lature are opposed to State-wide prohibition, and our State laws provide for local option instead. Two years ago the prohibition 
forces had recoyrse to direct legislation; the cost of the campaign to the two forces engaged was more than $1,000,000, yet noth- 
ing was accomplished. A similar fight will be waged this summer; and this prohibition movement illustrates well the unsatis- 
factory character of direct Jegislation. All successful legislation in the last 500 years has been the result of a compromise; there 
are always radicals and conservatives and the best laws, like the Constitution of the United States, are the product of a final 
compromise between the two. Direct legislation, on the other hand, is always the product of extremists, and the result is ultra- 
radi When the present prohibi on initiatives were drawn there was not .a representative of the wine grape growers, the hop 
growérs or the brewers in the convention. The law drafted under such conditions is bound to ~ radical in the extreme; it can- 
not reflect the opinion of the State, but only that of the pronouncedly prohibition element. | 

sea d a score of States in the East and South have enacted prohibition laws; yet not one of rae has been proposed through 
the medium of direct legislation. The prohibition advocates made their campaign to elect persons friendly to their interests to 
the Legislature; then the proposed laws were introduced in the Legislature and discussed by the legally elected representatives of 
the whole people before they were adopted and submitted for ratification. They carried with them the endorsement of the ma- 
jority of the representatives of the State; the prohibition initiatives carry with themi the endorsement of ten per om. of the 
electors o California. 


ELECTORS DON’T VOTE. 

The ts of special direct legislation elections show conclusively that the pedple « as a whole do not desire to legislate ee 
themselves but prefer that laws shall be passed or repealed by their legally elected representatives. Not one elector in five will 
take the trouble to go to the polls to vote at a special election called to pass upon direct legislation measures, while about four to 
five take part in the general election when members of the Legislature are chosen. This shows beyond cavil that direct legis- 
lation is nat by the majority, but by a minority, at times extremely small. 

The electors of California desire that their opinions shall be symbolized by a living entity. They will take an interest in 
selecting a representative who reflects their opinions; but they expect him to weigh in the balance the alternate forms in which 
these opinions shall be framed into laws while they proceed with the more urgent necessity of making a living for themselves 
and their ndents. This plan at times miscarries; they are at times misrepresented; but the general result is vastly superior 


to that attained through direct legislation. 


TENS OF MILLIONS. 
California taxpayers have contributed their tens of millions of dollars to find that direct legislation is as illusory as the 
clouds of sunset whose beauty, enhanced by distance, wholly disappears when one rises in an air-craft to penetrate their midst. 
Direct primaries have proved as expensive as unsatisfactory. The last presidential primary was an apt illustration. The two

This replaces the former 
board of examiners that was headed 
by elective officers, which was prac- 
tically no expense to the State. The 
Board of Control is supposed to be 
created in the interest of economy. 
It has been made so top heavy with 
high-salaried sinecures that it would 
necessary to save about 18 per 
cent. on the average purchase of 
material for State institutions to 
pay the expense of the commissio 

There are more than a score of 
commissions in the State and almost 
as many in the different counties 
and municipalities that are 
the taxpayers millions of—dollars a 
year, and that were never dreamed 
of a few years ago. 

These things are just details; no 
one of them amounts to a great part 
of the $%5,000,000 annual increase 
in cost of government: but it Is the 
aggregate of these fads and experi- 
ments that makes up nearly the 
whole of that sum. The condition 
‘of the State recalls the incident of 
a reporter of the New York Sun, 
who asked an old member of the 
New York Stock Exchange the rea- 
son for the shrinkage of the value 
of securities and the general unsat- 
isfactory condition of the market. 

“Young man,” he replied, “its 
just one derned thing after another.” 

Such is the condition of the Cal- 
ifornia producer and It 
has just been one “derned” fad after 
another, State, county and munici- 
pal, until the aggregate seems in- 
credible. 


THE REMEDY. 


But the nature of the disease is 
finally so apparent that it is not 
difficult to find the remedy. Di- 
rect legislation will not bring us out 
of this maze; it will only cause us 
to wander through new labyrintha. 
There must be a return to repre- 
sentative government. The tax- 
payers must get rid of these fads 
before they can hope to escape from 
the inevitable high taxes which are 
their effects. To repeal these un- 
satisfactory laws they must elect to 
office persons who are known to op- 
pose them. We must have a State 
Legislature composed of men big 
enough to discuss measures intelli- 
gently and to give us real relief. 
They must be men who, to party 
loyalty, can add common sense. It is 
useless to send back to the Legis- 
lature the men who involved us in 
this noisome mess and expect them 
to get us out of it. 

More than $5,000,000 has been 
wasted during the last year by the 
present administration. We must 
elect men who will stop this waste, 
who will abolish the useless com- 
missions, cut out the dead wood In 
the necessary ones and bring a} 
genuine return to the Republican 
principles of efficiency and economy. 
This must be done by the taxpayers 
themselves, and they should begin 
by going to the polls in the August 
primary and voting only for those 
candidates for the Legislature who 
are pledged to support a policy of 
retrenchment and efficiency and who 
are thmselves supported by a con- 
ference of citizens that was not dic- 
tated by the satellites of the present 
Progressive administration.

Heading tke list of symphonies 
that have been ordered are, in point 
of novelty, the Sibelius, No 2, in D, 
and the Hugo Alfven Symphony, No. 
3, in BD, the latter played with great 
success under Stock’s baton in Chi- 
cago last year. It is considered 
dgubtful whether or not this work 
can be procured, as it is still in 
manuscript form, and is con- 
siderable demand, but a strong ef- 
fort is being made to secure it for 
one of the concerts next season. If 
it is not available then, it will be 
brought out here the following sea- 
son. The work is ane of unusual 
beauty, the composer being regard- 
ed as the toremost in Sweden at the 
present day. 

The Sibelius Symphony in D is 

due for large popularity judging 
from the reception which was ac- 
corded the same composer's work 
in E minor last season. Other 
works contemplated for next sea- 
son’s programmes are the Schu- 
mann Symphony, No. 1, in B flat, 
and the Brahms Symphony, No. 2, 
in D. 
Besides symphonies, compositions 
ordered include Cesar Franck’s sym- 
phonic poem, “Les Djinns,” the 
Italian serenade by Wolf; Rhapsodie 
Espagnole by Ravel, Suite Pastorale 
(Charbrier,) Istar Variation D'Indy, 
Children’s Corner (Debussy;) “Car- 
nival de Paris” (Svendsen; ) 
Carnival Romaine (Berlioz;) “A 
Dance Rhapsody” (Delius;) “L’Ap- 
prenti Sorcier” (Dukas;) “Invitation 
to the Dance” (Weber-Weingart- 
ner;) Capriccio Italian (Tschaikow- 
sky:) <A Merry Overture (Wein- 
gartner:) suite in A minor (Mac- 
Dowell;) “A Life of the Tsar,” over-

FEATURE PROGRAMME. 


Every programme next year is to 
be marked by some outstanding 
feature, according to present plans. 
This will draw greater public in- 
terest to the concerts of the or- 
chestra, and will have 
value from an educational stand- 
point as well. The support 
of the orchestra promises to 
be unusually strong this year, 
and, especial efforts are to be 
made to stimulate the interest in 
the organization, the importance of 
which in the upbuilding of the city’s 
artistic growth cannet be under- 
estimated. 

An interesting view on the situa- 
tien is expressed by Frederick Kim- 
ball Stearns, who has recently been 
elected a director of the Symphony 
Orchestra. Mr. Stearns has had a 
vast amount of practical experience 
in the Bast with musical activities, 
and has spent much time in the 
study of orchestral conditions in the 
larger cities. 

“Private donations alone tend to 
peuperize an organization, to induce 
class distinction and to prevent its 
being the big vital educational fac- 
tor it should be to all classes,” he 
said, in speaking of the present 
method of supporting the Symphony. 
“Tt is right, of course, to allow these 
generous people to make up the def- 
icit each year, if there is one, and 
I think there is not a symphony or- 
chestra in the United States which 
ia self-supporting. But we want the

Composers’ Club.

The new organization has been 
linked to the contest out of which 
the idea grew, by the election of 
Oscar A. Rasbach, winner of the first 
prize, to the presidency. There are 
eighteen charter members. 

The club has already received $100 
from Frank J. Hart, president of the 
Southern California Music Company, 
to be used for prizes in contests to 
be carried out next year.

The Orfei Draengar, student sing- 
ers of the University of psala, 
Sweden, are expected to make a con- 
cert tour of the United States next 
season, including the larger cities 
of the Pacific Coast in their itinerary.

There must be 
some way to account for opera, and 
it is interesting to note that musl- 
cians are not only inartistic in their 
love of opera, but in many other 
respects. The truth is that a musi- 
cian is rarely an artist in anything 
but his music.

tic impulse is not often embodied tn 


a musical genius, while it very often 
is found in an amateur. The man 
who can sit at a piano for seven 
hours a day, more or less, and train 
his fingers, must have peculiarities 
of brain and nervous system which 
another type lacks. A composer 
must. have a different organism from 
common humanity. The “tempera- 
ment,” which we are all so tired of 
hearing about, is an actuality. And 
the type of mind is as real: 

For a rich example there is Mazart, 
whose letters will put at rest any 
one’s doubts as to the genuineness 
of the temperament. “I love strange 
‘words which have no meaning,” says 
Mozart, “such as ‘Schnuur .‘. . 
knaller paller .. . Schnepeper!’ 
and when I hear them my amuse- 
ment is so great that I fairly jump 
around with pleasure.” Crazy? No, 


service—although that can hardly 


was, like all good Germans, a great 
hater; the sort that Goethe speaks 
of when he says that a man cannot 
be an artist unless he can learn to 
hate. There was none of the love 
for all humanity in Mozart. 


The operas of Mozart are full of 
good humor, as the man was, and 
as his: music is. Mozart’s musi¢ 
literally laughs all the way along. 

Yes, he laughed, as I have said, 
at nothing in particular, but it was 
a laughter so real and spontaneous 
that it colored hig whole life as it 
did his music. In a letter to his 
father telling of his mother’s death, 
he winds up with a joke, and a not 
too pious one, either. Mozart died 
—of trouble and misery, by the way 
—at about 365 years, but he felt no 
dread of death. He had accustomed 
himself to expect it, and look for- 
ward to it, with his usual good na- 
ture, as rather a pleasing event. 
Mozart’s a mirth-loving and 
blithe nature, and he got what most 
unsuspicious persons get—fooled. 
Not by the people, but by the thing 
he trusted. He had no illusions 
about the people, and he knew that 
money was what he wanted. He 
said that next to health, he wanted 
money, and he made his operas pay. 
Of course, they were wonderful 
music, for the public does sometimes 
pay for good music ‘When it is at- 
tached to a Dad libretto. 

Mozart said that he loved opera 
better than anything else in music, 
and no doubt he did, but that was 
because he was only a musician and 
nothing else. He had no literary 
tastes, or what would he have done 
with the stories furnished him? 
Thrown them, as would have any 
good editor, into the waste paper 
basket. 

For example there is the “Mar- 
riage of Figaro” with its count who 
falls in love with his wife's maid, 
while the countess falls in love with, 
I think, the count’s page. The maid

Mozart knew his public and did 
not despise it, but I am inclined to 
think that he did not despise the 
stories either. Whether the great 
composers of a iater date despised 
the stories which they used, is uncer- 
tain; Dut it must be said that when 
the comiposers write the libretto, 
Wagner and Strauss did, they ma 
Play to the public, but they have a 
healthy approbation of their own 
writings. It cannot be credible that 
Wagner would deliberately write his 
libretti in the full consciousness of 
their absurdity. He felt all the sub- 
limity, but did not sense the 

aféulous.

The stories Wagner used were in 
themselves not bad, as poetic 
legends; in his case it is the ap- 
purtenances which kill one’s pleas- 
ure. For example “Rienzi’’ is a 
story by Bulwer, “The Last of the 
Tribunes,” and it’s a good story as 
that sort goes. e music is viger- 
ous and splendid, and in ine style 
of Wagner before he made his new 
departures. When the story is read, 
and when the music is heard, it is 
all good stuff, but when the opera 
is acted, it is altogether dreadful. 
There certainly should be music to 
be heard only, books to be read 
only, and perhaps, if one will drive

When I see Tristan acted, 
I could enter gladly into a scheme 
by which all acting would be abol- 
ished. Self-consciousness ruins the 
world, and why advocate it? 

The use of magic draughts for the 
arousing of love in one act and the 
destroying of it in another is un- 
pleasant in Wagner; and then there 
is his eternal menagerie. To see hu- 
man beings and their plans upset by 


artificial dragons and all so of 
strange fow! is depressing to the ar- 
tistic sense. And the swans and 


other birds of plumage take one’s 
appetite, as George Moore points 
out. But on the whole there is much 
to be said for Wagner over the Ital- 


Ttalian opera is food for the emo- 
tions of the unintelligent. The 
Italian opera of the first half of the 
nineteenth century (Verdi, Bellini, 
Rossini, etc.) dealt mostly with mon- 
astery scenes, with eloping abbesses 
and pro-consuls who were unfaithful 
to their wives. The same sort of 
plot which we have now, only a dif- 
ferent vogue in pefsonalities. Re- 
ligion and infidelity are still used 
widely as motifs, but we now attach 
the events to artists, cowboys and 
orientale. If there is a religious 
woman in it she is young and good- 
looking ‘“— an improvement, on the 
whole, over the old-timers. 
In the days of Scott and Bulwer, 
of Donizetti and the early Verd!, the 
heroine went into an unaccountable 
decline, or died suddenly of grief, as 
the case required. Now she either 
kills herself, or someone kills her. 
In a few isolated cases she still 
fades away. It is amusing to watch 
the development of the novel in this 
connection, The novelists are forc- 
ing, for the sake or realism, their 
heroines to outlive their love and to 
remain married to the hero long 
after they desire their marriage to 
continue—and so the subtleties be- 
gin, I doubt if that stage of realism 
will ever be achieved in opera until 
some music newer and even more 
complex that any we now know shall 
have been born, as the revolutions 
revolve. 

With what sort of music shall we 
present the sordid miseries ang mo- 
notonies of unhappy marriage? 
Music may be emotional as you 
please; it may express violent emo- 
tions and endless ecstacies, bitter 
hatred and irony, but how will it 
sing boredom? And how are we to 
have monotony chorded in music, 
and enjoy it? In ages long ahead, 
when the listener will have taken 
his post-graduate course, we may be 
able to realize boredom and monot- 
ony in music, but for the present we 
must have low or high lights in emo- 
tion, and therefore the operas must 
needs be absurd. 

Puccini can express woe which will 
be apparent even to the illiterate (I 
recall a cloak woman in an opera- 
house who told me to hurry, as 
“them mournful sounds is begin- 
ning.”) But how express subtle en- 
‘nul which hovers over the breakfast 
table?. It is one thing for Charpen- 
tier to represent the cry of Paris as 
it makes its appeal to Louise, and to 
picture her response. Those things 
are high lights and they are, in this 
instance, well done. But what of the 
girl who sits at a machine all day, 
and longs. only mildly—for she is 
too depressed to long with any de- 
gree of passion—for the wide world? 
The wide world scarcely makes itself 
felt at all in the heart of such a 
girl. Well, she is not sybject for an 
opera. Think of one of Theodore 
Dreiser’s girls in an opera!: It can- 
not be done. But shall we have 
nothing but raging love. murder and 
sudden death, operatically performed 
for a further indefinite period? Or 
shall we cling to legends of knights 


and gladly resign all personal de- 
sires and aggrandizement in the pur- 
suit of the elusive ideal? If the 
knight has to go on the back of a 
swan. simply clad in his chapeau, I 
shall continue to plead for dramatic 
symphonies, sans actors and sans 
*O'put T can see, I think, the signs of 
a new music revolution, whose war 
erice shall be, “Death to the im- 
possible swan!” and “A bas the un- 
lovely loving!” And these, too, shall

It was through 
her gentie nursing and patient 
watchfulness that the poet recovered 
from his various attacks of insanity. 
She devoted her life to waiting on 
this man, with his dark soul, his fit- 
ful temper, who had at times 
nothing to give her but hatred. Mrs. 
Unwin was seven years older than 
Cowper, and he always declared 
their affection was purely platonic. 
Their friendship continued until her 
death in 1797. Cowper afterwards 
wrote his most sordid poem, “The 
Castaways.” 

About this time Cowper met, Lady 
Austin, @ witty, brilliant, fascinat- 
ing and much traveled woman of 
the world. He was completely cap- 
tivated with her and deserted Mrs. 
Unwin, who, if she felt any qualms 
of jealousy, failed to show them. 
Lady Austin directed the poet's 
thoughts and the result was “The 
Task” and “John Gilpin.” his most 
laudable works, the latter having 
been inspired by a story told him by 
Lady Austin. 

Lady Austin was the widow of a 
baronet and therefore free to marry 
Cowper, had either been so inclined. 
She was a woman of consummate 


greatest affection, 

as devoted to her as Cowper. But 
teary Austin soon became tiresome: 
and her tiresomeness consisted in 
this, that she loved Cowper a great 
deal more than she was loved by him 
and she was always calling for those 
little demonstrations that women de- 
light in. 

She left Olmey very suddenly and 
never saw Cowper again. Everyone 
knows the poet's muslin nightcap 
and his passion for hares, but he 
had the facility of flattering women 
by lifting the commonplaces of life 
into sweetness and nobieness. 

Cowper sadly lamented Lady Aus- 
tin's sudden departure, and her ab- 


sence would have caused a grievous 


issue in his life had not his cousin 
Harriet, Lady Hesketh, come to Ol- 
ney at that time. Lady Hesketh was 
cousin of his first love, Theodora, 
She was witty, and accomplished, 
and while her love was that of a 
cousin, she did everything to make 
Cowper as happy as possible, who, 
however, Was never so happy as 
when he was miserable. He really 


fenjoyed poor health; that was his 


specialty. 

Mrs. Unwin died in 1797, and Cow- 
per afterwards Wrote his most sordid 
poem.

FOR INVADERS. 


AN ARMY OF FOUR HUNDRED 


in, 


Also a Small but Very Efficient 
Navy, but in Case of Invasion 
the Dikes Would be Opened and 
the Invaders Compelled to Swim 
for Safety. . 


[St. Louis Globe-Democrat:] If 
Holland's army is forced by invasion 
of her soil or any other cause to en- 
ter the great war, it will give a 
splendid account of itself. This is 
the verdict of a distinguished Amer- 
ican who has had exceptional op- 
portunities to familiarize himself 
with the morale of the organization, 
and after a study of all branches of 
the service, during a tour of the 
cities and villages of the country I 
heartily concur. 


Not only is Holland’s army of 400,- 
000 men—bright looking, well set up 
soldiers of the American ty pe, nearly 
all) clad in West Point gray—an in- 
Spiring, confidence-compelling or- 
Sanization, but the navy, though 
weak in gunpowder, nevertheless 
seems to be marvelously efficient. I 
got my first glimpse of a flotilla of 
this navy when, after a voyage 
through the mine-sown North Sea 
| which the vessel upon 
which I was a passenger was forced 
to anchor for nineteen hours about 
thirty miles off Gravesend in order 
to give British mine’ sweepers a 
chance to clear the way for us, so 
that we might not share the fate of 
two little steamships which, with 
masts and funnels still protruding 
from the murky waters a few miles 
from our anchorage, had been sunk 
the previous day—we were landed 
at Flushing, there to see, as our ves- 
sel steamed up the Scheldt, srhart- 
looking light cruisers, small but 
swift torpedo boats, up-to-date sub- 
marines and some mine layers laden 
with engines of destruction that will 
be employed against the ships of any 
nation that attempts to violate the 
neutrality of the Dutch coast or wa- 
terways. 

Of course, Holland does not ex- 
pect that her navy will ever repeat 
the feats of Van Tromp’s famous 
fleet, but she does expect, and she is 
apparently justified in the expecta- 
tion, that her martial sons by sea 
and land will make any foe pay dear- 
ly for any attempt to degrade her 
as an independent nation. 

Of course, the whole world ad- 
mits that Dutch sailors, man for 
man, are the equals of any fighting 
men afloat. The navy, however, is 
so small when compared with the 
mighty aggregations of Britain and 
Germany, that it can be dismissed 
with the statement that. it will do 
its utmost when called upon, but the 
army, ever growing, is a body that I 
feel sure will compel the respect 
of any foe. 

I obtained first glimpse of 
some of its units at Flushing in the 
days when Holland was ringing with 
the baseless rumor that Britain had 
asked for the privilege of landing 
an expeditionary force in Zeeland 
to take the enemy in the rear, and I 
was duly impressed with their sol- 
dierly appearance. 

I have seen many other con- 
tingents of Dutch soldiers since that 
day in Rotterdam, Amsterdam, The 
Hague, Utrecht, Haarlem and in the 
towns and villages that nestle along 
the banks of the wide-reaching and 
serpentine Maas River, and have had 
no cause to revise my first judgment. 

True, the Dutch army is not the 
perfect military machine that has 
made the goose step famous or 
otherwise—one could not expect 
anything like that in a democratic 
kingdom where brains command re- 
spect and where even the lowliest 
have the gift of tongues—but I feel 
that if forced to fight it will prove 
worthy of the traditions of a race 
that has sacrificed much for free- 
dom and that has contributed great 
names to the history of the United 
States. 

Don’t make the mistake of think- 
ing that the Dutch, no matter how 
may be, will not 
oppose any and all invaders, for the 
spirit of the army today was voiced 
by the third William of The Neth- 
erlands, to the first William of Ger- 
many when, after the latter had 
presented one of the Rothschilds to 
the Dutch King, the newly-crowned 
Emperor advised his brother mon- 
arch to placate the banker because 
he could advance money to The 


Netherlands. 
“We don’t need Rothschild’s 
money,” said the stiff-necked Dutch 


King; “we have plenty of it in Am- 


sterdam.”’ 

“Oh, you have, have you?” the 
Emperor replied. “Well, if that is 
the case I think I will take those 
gentlemen outside, all of whom you 
will notice are at least six feét high, 
and will visit that city.” 

“Come, if you. will,” the Dutch 
King retorted, “but when your gren- 
adiers cross the water they will 
have to advance through seven feet 
of water.” 

Holland today does not want to be 
forced to join in the war, because 
to fight the enemy by flooding the 
land would mean almost irrepara- 
ble ruin, but if compelled to enter 
the conflict to maintain her neu- 
trality she will maintain it no mat- 
ter what price she is compelled to 
pay to vindicate her national honor.

Boston No one since 
Mark Twain has fathered so many 
stories and anecdotes as the iate 
Lord Kitchener. This is easy enough 
to understand. Few men have ever 
possessed a more pungent personali- 
ty, a more striking character. Al- 
ways silent as the Sphinx, a man 
impenetrable even to those who 
called themselves his friends, these 
tales paint the traits of the man bet- 
ter than the careful estimate of the 
biographer. Indeed, Kitchener made 
so few speeches, wrote so few liet- 
ters, and otherwise expressed him- 
self so briefly, that these anecdotes 
are almost the only truly human 
portrait that he has teft of him- 
self. These that follow are but a 
scanty and hasty culling from the 
mass of them. 

Begin early or late in Kitchener's 
career, these striking, often dra- 
matic, sometimes humorous, but al- 
ways laconic episodes, are encoun- 
tered. 

Late in the war Kitchener had a 
short, sharp crisis to handle in Eng- 
land. Ina big English biscuit fac- 
tory, where they were working over- 
time and therefore had to supply a 
large additional staff of nonunion 
men, a walking delegate appeared

He dressed himself as an Arab trader 
and entered Omdurman, taking his 
life in his hand. He went among 
the wild Kababish and treacherous 
Pashas, who, had they once pene- 
trated his disguise, would have 
shown him little mercy. 

One day he witnessed the execu- 
tion of a supposed spy in the town. 
The poor wretch was subjected to 
such torture that Kitchener procured 
a tiny phial of cyanide of potassium, 
which he concealed about his per- 
son. As he subsequently remarked 
to a brother officer: ‘Death at their! 
hands J did not fear; in fact, I ex- 
pected it. But such a death!” 
Lord Kitchener was one of the 
first public men to announce to the 
that he would follow the ap- 
peal of King George to the nation to 
abstain from the use of alcohol dur- 
ing the war.

CANADIAN WAR SCARES. 


{Buffalo Times:] Rumors have 
been plenty of “German plots,” and 
every mayor of a village is guard- 
ing his city hall or town hall as 
if it were the object of personal 
vengeance by Kaiser Wilhelm him- 
self. It is true there have been 
some happenings that lack an ex-

in a carload of household goods con- 
signed to the town of Wingham, 
north of London, there should be 
found a box of dynamite and the 
consignee of the car unable to ex- 
plain how it got there. But it was 
even more strange that the same 
thing shoyld have happened a week. 
later at Exeter, a town in the same 
district of Ontario. The town con- 
stables of both places were “on the 
job” at once, but the dynamite is 
not explained. 

Then there were a number of mys- 
terious fires in the same district that 
bore an incendiary look and the po- 
lice authorities began to investigate 
more thoroughly. But:so far they 
have made no arrests save a few 
Germans, who may, in all probability, 
have been quite as loyal ag those 
who arrested them. However, it is 
unhealthy to be a German in Can- 
ada today. 

There is no doubt but that the. 
professional jokester has taken full. 
advantage of public gullibility dur- 
ing this war-time period, knowing 
full well that whatever he did would 
be exaggerated into something big. 
Kites flown from swiftly moving 
automobiles have been used to rep- 
resent aeroplanes on more than one 
occasion, and in some cases lights 
have been added to help the ¢en- 
eral effect, The German “gun base” 
plan has been worked to a finish. 
Every man owning a tennis court 
has had some suspicious persons 

prying about to see if it might be 
of concrete and designed to act as 
the position for a heavy gun. 

As @ matter of fact there was 
one real gun base found in Canada. 
That was on the island of Orleans 
and it created a lot of excitement 
in Canada because it happened that 
it was located on property that com- 
manded the citadel of Quebec, and 
that, curiously enough, was owned 
by a German. But investigation 
showed that the gun base had heen 
built by British engineers a century 
ago at a time when Quebec was

HE daring statisticians who 
glibly tell of the consumption 
of film for photoplay stories 

in terms of thousands of miles 
might well find a new occupation 
in attempting to Sgure the number 
of millions of notes per annum that 
are consumed in the process of mak- 
ing music to accompany the fast 
flying fiickera, They would prob- 
ably have to hire the service of 
an army of accountants in the 
process big enough to win the bat- 
tle of Verdun from the combined 
forces of the allies and Germans, 
and at their task would not be 
easy. wherever we go we at 
least have the player piano with ua, 
and as we progress from the lower 
to the higher strata of screenland, 
we come into contact with the more 
aristocratic organ and the orchestra 
of greater or less strength of num- 
bers..

Behind the bare plot of “The Red

Yanette, her happiness irreparably 
destroyed, asks the investigator who 
pried her secrets out and bared them 
in court, what chance she has for re- 
dress. He says that there is none, 
that the law is not responsible. She 
cries out: 

“You are not responsible! So you can 
arrest people just you ifke, just wihien 
you fancy, on a suspicion or even without 
a suspicion; you can bring shame and dis- 
honer on their families; you can torture 
the unhappy, ferret into their past lives, 
expose their misfortunes, dig up forgot- 
ten offenses, offenses which Lave been 
atoned for and which go back to ten 
years ago; you can make use of your skill, 
your tricks and lies, and your cruelty to 
gend a man fo the foot of the scaffold. 
and worse still, you can drive people into 
taking a mother’s children away from 
her—and after that you say, like Pontius 
Pilate, that you aren't responsibie!" 


With that she stabs him. 

As a usual thing, we don’t approve 
of murders, particularly by outraged 
women; and we know very welf that 
Yanette was not morally justified— 
and good, solid dramaturgical art 
wouldn't have her stab the lawyer 
as she does, anyway—but neverthe- 
less, and with all those things con- 
sidered, it is a very appealing and 
satisfying bit of butchery. i

NT-DAY CHINA. By Gardner L.

The Chinese know well they have 
been robbed of flesh to pay the Shy- 
lock bankers of Europe, drugged with 
opium for the greater prosperity of 


choicest harbors for fortifications of 
distant powers, given up the choicest 


mining concessions to foreign ex- 
ploiters and that was largely why 
they reached out in a revolutionary 
spirit and sought to make for them- 
selves a republic, the peer of any. 

The country,’ Mr. Harding fownd, 
really went through a remarkable in- 
‘i tellectual revolution, as well as po- 
litical; especially strong=was the 
women’s movement, and social re- 
forms were instituted—then . Yuan 
Shi Kail seized the republic’s power 
and it became overnight a monarchy. 

At about that hour came the war in 
Europe, and with their arms busy, 
the nations of Burope were no longer 
able to watch each other in the 
Orient.

Japan said precisely the same thing 
in the Korean business. We are com- 
ing to learn only slowly in America 
that it is not necessary to be a fingo- 
ist to suspect Japanese foreign policy 
of utter unscrupulousness. From the 
start the negotiations with China 
which ended with the ultimatum of 
May 1915 (when Japan threatened 
war on China if the demands were 
not granted,) were marked with a 
lack of good faith which led many an 
American in the Far East to a total 
change of mind about Japan.” 

Mr. Harding says that unquestion- 
ably the politica) future of China is 
conditioned by Japan, with such re 
straints as the European powers may 
be able to put on her. 

He thinks China is the richest 
country in the world in resources, 
and the key to those resources are 
the railroads, most of which are un- 
der foreign control. 3

AN HONEST DOCTOR. 


THE MEMOIRS OF 4 PHYSICIAN. By 
Vikenty Veressayev. Alfred A. Knopf, 
New York. 


Dr. Veressayev has disclosed an 
inordinate conscientiousness; and 
though much of what he has to say 
of the practice of medicine is pessi- 
mistic, on the whole it is an intel- 
ligent and impressive defense, or 


Tather exculpation, of the doctors’ 


fumbling, their errors and often 
deadly experimentation. 

Nothing is to be gained by the 
wise medicoes of this land sneering 
at the book and saying, “all that 
may be true in Russia.” Dr. Veres- 
sayev has told much of the truth 
about the practice of medicine from 
Hippocrates to the last June gradu- 
ate who barely squeezed through his 
“exams” and now parades his new 
bedside manner and pill bag. 

Dr. Henry Pleasants, Jr., in his in- 
troduction, says, “Nearly every 
physician has at one time or other 
seen a patient succumb under a 
course of treatment that did positive 
harm.” 

_Dr. Veressayev relates how doctors 
ean learn only by experiments—and 
that many of these must do positive 
harm before physicians learn which 
treatments to avoid; that it is brutal 
and heartless to experiment in mat- 
ters af life and death, but that it 
would be more brutal and more 


heartless for medicine to make no’ 


effort to better its curative potency 
by such experiments. 

He finds there is something of 
general ignorance among the pro- 
fession, and says a mathematician 
or historian, at any point in his 
career, has not lost touch with his 
subject and could take his scholastic 
degree at any moment. “If, however, 
you were to subject, after the lapse 
of five years, a fully-fledged doctor 


of medicine to the same ordeal, with-. 


out previous warning, he would fail 
ignominiously. I make bold to as- 
sert that not a single eminent phy- 
sician living would be able to pass 
his examination a second time with- 
out laborious preparation.” 

The most pessimistic chapter is on 
“Medicine; Natural Selection and the 
Survival of the Unfit,” in which he 
speculates on “the specter of univer- 
sal degeneration” because the whole 
science of medicine and surgery is

Measures of destruction as well asof pre-

Sticky flypaper should be spread where 
it will not be a risk to human beings— 
and never in the dining room during 
meals or anywhere else where people eat. 
The disgusting spectacle it presents js as 
de-appetizing ae the live flies in all their 
power. 

After the kitchen is shut up for the 
night, the doors and windows closed, in- 
sect powder should be scattered about 
from a blowgun, the air filled with it and 
the room left closed until early morning. 
Then, before the air is admitted, the 
housekeeper should sweep up the flies 
that will be found lying stupefied—but 
not dead—about the floor, and burn them 
before they revive. If this course is fol- 
lowed three or four times a week and the 
windows kept carefully screened between 
times, the number of flies will be reduced

Guard against attracting the flies in any 
way. The garbage pall should be kept 
closely covered; no peelings or scraps of 
food should be scattered about; no sticky 
or dirty dishes left standing around. The

disagreeable companions to encourage 
every effort to keep them out of the way. 
With them as with the flies, and, indeed, 
all other vermin prevention is worth a 
great deal more than curative treatment 
after they have arrived. ~ 

They breed in damp places, in cisterns, 
even in small uncovered vessels of water 
and these should not be permitted to ex- 
ist. A stopped up roof rutter, a tin pan, 
or cup that has been filled by a shower, 
@ barrel holding rain water, all furnish 
breeding. places. The small vessels can 
be watched and emptied—or better still, 
not left where they will gather water— 
damp spots should have kerosene sprin- 
kled on them. If these measures are 
taken faithfully the number of mosquitos 
will be perceptibly lessened. Small ponds 
and pools are also refuges for these 
plagues, who likewise breed in long 
grass. When these facts are thoroughly 
understood and a visitation of mosquitoes 
viewed as a result of man’s carelessness 
or ignorance and not as a providential 
‘Interposition, the comfort of the dwellers 
in rural districts will be greatly increased 
and land values will go up. 


Probably the indoor plague most 
fought against at this season of the year, 
with the possible exception of the fly, is 
the moth. He is really one of the easiest 
to dispose of, for certain measures are 
bound to protect from his ravages. Clos- 

@ts should be cleaned out from top to 

bottom, the shelves wiped off with a cloth 
moistened in kerosene, or gasoline 
sprayed into the cracks and crevices, tak- 
ing pains to do this without a light of any 
sort in the room. Garments must be 
taken out, hung on the line in the sun, and 
beaten to free them from dust and pos- 
sible larvz. They should be well aired be- 
fore they are brought into the house and 
put up securely in papers or cotton cloth 
or cheesecloth wrappings. 


Mothproof bags come for the purpose 
of preserving woolens, and tar paper is 
_ gold for the same purpose. Effective as 
either of thesé may be, the odor of tar 
and similar preparations is unpleasant to 
some people, and.for them it is better to 
have a cedar chest or to cleanse the gar- 
ments as already directed and stow them 
away with mothbalis, camphor, cedar 
chips. or anything else of the sort which 
« ie least offensive to the family nostrils. 
The main point is the removal of dust and 
moth eggs by the beating and sunning 
and then securing the garments against 
the chance of the moths making their 
way through breaks in the paper or 
cloth used in infolding them. : 


Coats and other garments which should 
not be crushed by rolling up tightly may 
be laid in boxes which are lined with 
paper, moth antidotes ecattered between 
the folds of the clothing, the papers 
tucked in closely about them, the covers 
put on the boxes, and these then wrapped 
in paper.

When . embroider- 
ing the scalloped portion of the 
neck and the bands, pad the space 
between the scallops and then place 
the buttonhole stitches very close 
together. It is advisable to use very 
fine thread for the purpose. Of course 
thie will take longer time, but the 
work will be daintier. 

When joining the shoulder and un- 


derarm seams you can use the French- 


@eam methéd, or you can join the 


different portions with seam bead- 
ing. The latter is very effective and 
acts as a trimming as well as @ 
joining. 

The cross-stitch design is the sim- 
plest thing you could (find. Think 
of the few minutes it will take to ap- 
ply the stitches to the yoke and the

will be. This design ts small enough 
to be traced without any trouble. If 
you do not care to trace it, how- 
ever, | suggest that-you purchase 
open-mesh canvas and baste it to 
the material. Thru the meshes the 
needle can be woven as you follow the 
design with your eyes. Do not let the 
needle pick up any threads as it passes

HE vogue for bold effeets in nee- 
Tr dlewWork has brought forth from the 

hands of designers many applique 
patterns calling for bright bits of cotton 
cloth and stitching that is meant to be 
seen. Colonial applique was the fore- 
runner of this work, and now futurist 
effects come in for their share of the 
applique work. Moreover; there has 
been a revival of the use of fruit instead 
of flowers in needlework designs. This 
porch set, therefore, is a combination of 
these three tendencies, for it is a futurist 
conception of fryit appliqued to a heavy 
crash. 

It is hardly possible that you have let 
the summer slip by this far without at- 
tempting to make or purchase a set of 
some kind, whether for garden, porch 
or beach. Even if you have a set-on 
hand you will appreciate this set of bag 
and pillow, which can be used for porch

NO SURPRISE. 

It was a notable achievement and 
though the result couldn't be called 
a surprise, the comparatively easy 
manner in which the little visitor 
from abroad gained the victory 
caused astonishment among many 
enthusiasts. It was only in the last 
set- that the Pacific Coast star could 
force his oriental rival to a close 
contest, and even then, when Griffin 
Was having better success with his 
strokes than in the first two sets, the 
indefatigable Kumagae had the re- 
serve force to cut short the Cali- 
fornian's/ rally. 

Griffin has twice before played 
Kumagae, and each time met with 
defeat; once in Manila in the cham- 
pionship tournament of the Far 
East, and again in Tokio in an ex- 
hibition contest.

ALMOST UNCANNY. 

A statistician has gathered togeth- 
er some interesting data which show 
the magnitude of the automobile 
business. He took as a basis the 
Willys-Overland capacity of 1000 
cars per day and then figured out 
the average length of the various 
models—approximately fourteen and 
one-half feet. 

The factory’s output of a single 
day would extend in a straight line 
for a distance of about two and 
three-quarters miles, if the cars 
were placed end to end and touch- 
each other. 

na year’s time this stream of 
cars would be 860 miles long—an 
unbroken line of automobiles from 
Toledo to New York and then back 
again as far as Albany. 

Even more startling were the fig- 
‘ures compiled showing the value of 
the Overland factory’s output. The 
enormous manufacturing facilities of 
the plant enable it to ship out fin- 
ished cars valued at approximately 
$900,000 every twenty-four hours. 
In a year’s time.at the rate of 1000 
cars per day, these shipments would 
represent over $200,000,000.
